Israel's incursion into South Lebanon this week was carefully designed 
to improve the IDF's deterrent posture against Syria, without crossing the 


threshold of vital Syrian interests. 


Principally, observers have noted, the operation was planned to disrupt 
the capability of Palestinian terrorist organizations to penetrate Israel's 
northern border, particularly in the eastern sector, and to weaken the 


Shi'ite Hizbullah's local harassment capacity in southern 


Lebanon. 


But how was Israeli deterrence of Syria potentially bettered when the 
IDF was so careful about observing the “rules of the game" with the Syrian 


army?

In the battles that took place this week Israel carefully struck at terrorist 
targets in the area outside of Syrian military control; most of the recent 
spate of attacks in this sector emanated from Palestinian terrorist groups in 


Syrian-controlled territory. 


Brig.-Gen. (res.) Aharon Levran of the Jaffee Centre for Strategic 
Studies sees the question of the Syrian/Israeli deterrence balanced in a 


wider context. 


Israel's deterrence posture, in his view, had been eroded since the 
completioz of the IDF's withdrawal from Lebanov in 1985 in the aftermath 
of a successful terrorist campaign against it. 

A series of Syrian challenges to Israel have occurred over the last 
number of years without a significant Israeli response: the movement of 
Syrian SAM sites up to the Lebanese border at the end of 1985 that 
restricted the Israeli Air Force’s freedom of action in Lebanese air space.

West Bank settlers yesterday 
shot and killed an Arab shep- 
herd and wounded another, and 
the IDF suspended al] commer- 
cial activity in the territory until 
Sunday.

Egypt spurns hopes 
of Taba compromise

Egypt yesterday cold-shouldered 
Israeh and American hopes of an 
‘Uth-hour compromise in the Taba 
boundary dispute before it goes to 
the legally required international ar- 
bitration. 

Following a meeting between 
State Department legal adviser 
Abraham Sofaer and Egyptian For- 
eign Ministry legal adviser Ahmed 
Maher, an Egyptian spokesman 
said: “We categorically reject pro- 
posals which do not conform with 
Egypt's firm position that any settle- 
ment must be based on full and ab- 
solute Egyptian sovereignty, with- 
out any breach of its rights as a 
sovereign state.” 

Israel decided on Wednesday to 
allow Sofaer to continue his media- 


tion efforts, but did not accept his 
specific proposals, which are 
thought to be the only basis on 
which Egypt is willing to 
compromise. 

Sources in Jerusalem said that the 
outcome of Sofaer’s mission will be 
determined at his meeting today 
with Egyptian Foreign Minister Is- 
mat Abdel Meguid. Sofaer is ex- 
pected to ask Meguid whether 
Egypt is interested in further Israeli 
clarifications. 

He is also expected to propose 
marathon Egyptian-Israeli direct 
talks which would start in Cairo on 
Sunday and which would be aimed 
at ascertaining, before the interna- 
tional arbitrators begin their delib- 
erations on May 15, whether the two 
countries have a basis for 
compromise. 


Detained editor appeals 
for her release on bail

Detained Derech Hanitzotz editor 
Michal Schwartz yesterday appealed 
to the Supreme Court to release her 
on bail. .

Meanwhile, in the Petah Tikva 
Magistrates" Court, Judge Shlomo 
Shelly Timen yesterday extended 
the remand of another detained 
Derech Hanitzotz editor, Roni Ben- 
Efrat, for 10 days — five days less 
than the police requested. 

The court forbade publication of 
the details of the proceedings, ex- 


cept for the fact that Ben-Efrat de-: 
nied police and Shin Bet charges 
that she has committed serious secu- 
rity crimes. 

The order preventing Ben-Efrat 
from meeting with a lawyer expires 
in three days, Langer said last night. 

This week, 117 Israeli journalists 
signed a petition in support of the 
Derech Hanitzotz editors, calting 
the “assault” on them a “serious 
blow to the freedom of the press.” 

They called on the prime minister 
and the ministers of justice and de- 
fence either to make public the 
ch: against the editors, or to 
free them and allow them to publish 
their newspaper again. 

Derech Hanitzotz, an extreme 
left-wing newspaper run by Jews 
and Arabs, was closed down by the 
authorities on February 18 amid 
charges that it was linked to Nayef 
Hawatmeh’s Democratic Front for 
the Liberation of Palestine. which is 
part of the PLO.

Kupat Holim Clalit planning 
to open 45 community clinics

Kupat Holim Clalit yesterday or- 
dered the opening of 45 specialist 
community clinics to receive fund 
members with a referral from their 
family doctor. 

Meanwhile, the striking hospital 
doctors are charging NIS 45 per visit 
at their ad hoc clinics at Tel Aviv's 
Palace Hotel, which they opened on 
Wednesday. The clinics were 
opened to fulfil the function of the 
free hospital outpatient clinics that 
the doctors closed as part of their 
wage dispute with management. 

Kupat Holim Clalit yesterday re- 
iterated that it would not reimburse 
members the NIS 45 they pay at the 
hotel clinics. Instead, specialists 
from health fund neighbourhood 
clinics would receive, at no charge. 
anyone who came with a referral. 

‘The hospital doctors’ union 
claimed that the health fund would 
have to reimburse patients for their 
visits to the hotel clinics because a 
labour court decision dealing with 


the same issue during the 1983 doc: 
tors’ strike had ruled against man- 
agement. But Kupat Holim’s 
spokesman said that the law had 
been. changed since then. 

Asked why the health fund had 
waited until now to open the com-. 
munity clinics and had not done so 
when the hospital outpatient clinics 
stopped functioning, the spokesman 
said: “τῆς doctors said officially 
that they were closing che hospital 
clinics, but they continued to receive 
patients until now." This was denied 
by the doctors themselves. 

The government hospital doctors 
and the anesthetists, however, are 
holding off their sanctions pending 
negotiations with the Treasury next 
week.

Nevada rocket 
fuel plant

HENDERSON (AP) - Fire smoul- 
dered yesterday at a 122-metre cra- 
ter in the ruins of a rocket fuel plant 
destroyed by explosions that killed 
one person and injured more than 
250. 

“This thing could have been much 
worse. ... We may have a miracle on 
our hands here."* Governor Richard 
Bryan said late Wednesday after 
blasts shattered windows 16km. 
away in Las Vegas and triggered 
seismograph readings 322km. away. 

The detonations déstroyed or se- 
verely damaged 12 buildings at the 
site of the Pacific Engineering and 
Production Co. of Nevada plant and 
an adjoining candy factory. 

Pacific is one of two manufactur- 
ers of ammonium perchlorate, an 
oxidizer in fuel for the U.S. space 
Shuttle's solid rocket boosters and 
the Minuteman and Titan missiles. 
The other is Kerr-McGee, also near 
Las Vegas. 


The blasts -- at least three power- 
ful concussions and a string of lesser 
explosions — peeled off roofs, up- 
ended cars and even rocked a jet- 
liner in flight. More than 250 people 
were injured, four critically. most 
from flying glass.

WARSAW -- Authorities staged a 
pre-dawn raid on the Lenin steel 
mill in Nowa Huta, detained the 
leaders of a 10-day-old strike and 
declared the strike over, official and 
church sources said Thursday. 

At the strikebound Lenin ship- 
yard in Gdansk, hundreds of riot 
police surrounded the strikers and 
cleared the area of bystanders. 
Workers were told to stay away 
from the vard “until further notice.” 
the state-run news agency PAP said, 

“The moment of the salution sim- 
ilar τὸ that at Nowa Huta is ap 
proaching.” Lech Walesa. chairman 
of the outlawed Solidarity trade 
union, said in ἃ taped interview 
from inside the yard. “It's 99 per. 
cent sure that will happen.” 

Poland was again living through 
an unnecessary drama which did not 
move it in the right direction. Wa- 
lesa added. 

Plainclothes police entered the 
Nowa Huta strike headquaners in 
the pressing department between 2 
a.m. and 4 a.m.. said Krzystof Koz- 
lowski. a journalist in Krakow.

Flatto-Sharon remanded for five days

_ TEL AVIV — Former MK Shmuel 
Flatto-Sharon was remanded in cus- 
tody for another five days by the 
‘magistrates’ court here yesterday on 
charges of fraud and smuggling. 


Flatto-Sharon is suspected of hav- 
ing smuggled out of the country au- 
thentic works of art — including a 
Salvador Dali sculpture worth 
$40,000 ~ which were listed as fore- 
closed property by a court. In addi- 
tion, the French-born businessman 
allegedly commissioned forged 
paintings, which he then smuggled 
abroad and sold for huge sums. 

In asking for the maximum re- 
mand of 15 days. the police said that 
their investigation had uncovered 
new material. “The scope is tremen- 
dous,” the police prosecutor said. 

Police even submitted a secret 
document implicating Flatto-Sharon 


in murder. But Judge Shoshana Ga- 
dot said that the allegations, which 
were based on testimony given dur- 
ing a suit against Flatto-Sharon by a 
French company, did not warrant 
more rthan the five days‘ detention. 


Gadot also extended by five days 
the remand of Flatto-Sharon’s per- 
sonal assistant, Yehuda Alboim. on 
suspicion of blackmail and complic- 
ity in smuggling. Carla Khoury, 
Flatto-Sharon’s personal secretary, 
was released on NIS 20,000 bail but 
could still face charges for foreign 
currency infractions and bribery, 
among other crimes. 

Since Flatto-Sharon’s arrest last 
week, police searched his Savyon 
home four times, turning up what 
they claimed were dozens of forged 
paintings.

‘Rabner noted that one of the Israe-

Rabner said that “many of these 
people knew each other from grow- 
ing up together in Petah Tikva or 
from the army.” While none of the 
defendants have been formally 
charged on drug violations. the as- 
sumption is that the money was 
placed io the Panamanian banks to 
pay Colombia-based drug lords. 


ACCORDING TO law en- 
forcement sources, the num- 
ber of drug busts involving 
Israelis has risen significantly 
in the past two years. One of the 
reasons, according to one source, 
“is that the Israeli drug rings, un- 
like, say their Chinese counterparts, 
are too bold. They are not careful 
enough. They tend to be very 
greedy and to take too many 
chances.” ; 

For many years, the Israeli drug 
mafia was known for its reluctance 
to go to the source of drugs flowing 
in from countries like Burma and 
Pakistan —preferring to buy huge 
amounts of narcotics from Chi- 
nese and other ethnic gangs. " 

That tendency to play a middle- 

man role appears to be changing. 
Israeli drug rmgs are now suspected 
of running large amounts of cocaine 
into the U.S. directly from Colom- 
bia. The latest busts add fuel to ru- 
mours of supposed Israeli involve- 
ment in the drug running nexus of 
the Colombian cocaine cartel and 
Panamanian strongman Manuel! 
Noriega. 
An ABC-News report several 
weeks ago. apparently based on 
leaks from Senate investigators, al- 
leged that for several years in the 
mid 1980s, Israeli agents, at the be- 
hest of the Reagan adminstration 
and with the cooperation of Nor- 
iega, ran East European arms to.the 
‘Contras, and Colombian cocaine 
into the U.S. The report was not 
substantiated and so far there has 
been no follow up. 

Law enforcemeht officials are 
grateful for the carelessness and bra- 
vado of Israeli drug rings because in 
other respects they are difficult to 
crack. “The New York police have 
not been able to sucessfully place 
even one informer within the ᾿ tighly 
knit ranks of the Israeli drug mafia," 
said one source. 

“Many of these people were in- 
volved in criminal activities together 
in Israel. They are very suspicious of 
outsiders ~ including other Israelis.~ 
To further confuse their pursuers, 
who include Hebrew-speaking po- 
lice officers, the drug dealers speak 
ἃ half-Arabic slang that is difficult 
even for most native Hebrew speak- 
ers to understand. The police have 
had ‘to rely primarily on électronic 
wiretaps to gather evidence. 

District Attorney McNamara said 
that Jews ought not to be surprised 


or embarrassed by the emergence of 
Israeli nationals in the drug trade. 
“The drug business in America at- 
tracts criminal elements from many 
groups. We have Irish. Italian, Do- 
minican, Jamaican, and Asian drug 
groups. Clearly, πὸ national group is 
immune.“ 


ΠΙΡΙ DESPITE the dominance of 
the U.S. as a target for Isra- 
el’s home-grown gangsters, it 
was to Europe that local crim- 

inais first looked to spread their 

web, and there they still flourish. 

A rabbi who works as a prison 
chaplain in France recently com- 
plained bitterly that in the past few 
years the number of Israelis in 
French jails has outgrown the num- 
ber of Arabs. “We should be very 
ashamed," he said. 

A few years after World War II, 
Israelis were running brothels and 
nightclubs in Germany and France. 
But today it is the drug trade that 
attracts them. So concemed are the 
Israeli police about the narcotics 
trade that a senior officer has been 

“seconded to Holland, from where 
heroin and other drugs are usually 
routed on their way from the Far 

East to Israel. 

Last year, a combined operation 
by the Belgian, Dutch, French and 
Israeli police resulted in the arrest of 
three Israeli smugglers who were on 
their way from Amsterdam to Brus- 
sels with $2 million worth of heroin. 

Some of the most jar 
crimes to be attributed to European- 
based Israelis in recent years have 
been carried out in Britain.

It was almost four years ago that a 
trio of Israelis - Alex Barak. Lev- 
Arieh Shapiro and Felix Abitbul -- 
were arrested at Stansted Airport, 
where they had been seeking to 
forcibly repatriate former Nigerian 
transport minister Umar Dikko in 
a crate marked diplomatic baggage. 

The three were convicted in De- 
cember 1985 and sentenced to jail 
terms ranging from 10 to 14 years. 
But their escapades — and the suspi- 
cion of Mossad involvement in the 
kidnapping -- still receive sporadic 
mention in the House of Commons. 

Another trio of Israeli criminals 
to have received considerable press 
coverage because of reported Mos- 
sad connections are Itshak Ferman, 
Asher Sivan and Moshe Shtrowise, 
jailed last January for smuggling 
nearty two tons of Lebanese canna- 
bis into Britain. 

Not only was their consignment 
one of the largest ever intercepted in 
Britain, but Ferman, when arrested 
in Paris, was found to be ing an 
arms shopping list. It is believed that 
the cannabis had been supplied by 
Christian militiamen in Lebanon, 
who presumably were to have been 
repaid in weapons. Ferman'’s list in- 
cluded assault rifles, machineguns 
and grenade-launchers. 

While the three were still awaiting 
trial here, British police got wind of 
a plot to rescue them by helicopter 
from their low-security jail, and they 
are now “A” classified prisoners, 
kept in separate prisons, allowed 
visitors only after a lengthy bureau- 
cratic procedure and permitted just 
one telephone call per month — in 
English. 
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ISRAELIS also share the du- 
bious honour of alleged in- 
volvement in Britain's biggest 
ever robbery, the July 1987 
theft of £30 million plus from a safe- 
deposit box centre in London. 

Four Israelis were originally 
charged with involvement, one of 
whom has since been cleared, and 
two of whom are out on bail, facing 
charges of smelting down some of 
the proceeds. 

But the fourth, Israel Pinkas, has 
been held in custody since last Au- 
gust, and there is no word yet on 
when the case will finally come to 
trial, Pinkas claims to have been set 
up by the Italian who, he says, mas- 
terminded the raid. 

According to Israel's consul in 
London, Mordechai Karni, most 
other Israeli prisoners are in jail for 
drugs-related offences, although 
one man whose name he prefers not 
to disclose is facing charges of child 
assault. 

Israeli Embassy spokesman Evi 
Manor believes Israeli criminals 
sometimes attract disproportionate- 
ly large press coverage. deploring, 
for example, that the Israeli angle tn 
the Knightsbridge raid was high- 
lighted even though there were sev- 
eral Italians allegedly involved in it 
as well. 

Although he has no comparative 
figures, Karni does not believe Is- 
raelis commit more crimes in Britain 
than any other nationality. 

“Israelis here are more sinned 
against than sinning,” he says. “I 
dea) far more with Israelis who have 
fallen victim to pickpockets than 
with Israelis charged with shoplift- 
ing.” Indeed, Kari adds, there 
have only been two or three Israeli 
shoplifting cases in the past nine 
months in which the guilty were 
punished with fines and ordered to 
leave the country. 

The Metropolitan Police says it 
does not divide criminals into coun- 
try of origin. Thus. neither the po- 
lice nor the Home Office was pre- 
pared to comment on Israeli 
involvement in crime. Sources. 
however, were quick to praise Israe- 
li police cooperation in their efforts

THEIR HEAVY involve- 

ment in the drug trade has 

caused Israeli criminals to go 

even further afield than the 
U.S. and Europe. And for some. 
straying into the Far East's Golden 
Triangle, where most of the world’s 
Opium poppies are grown, has prov- 
en a very costly experience. 

At least six Israelis are now im- 
prisoned in Thailand where one of 
them is serving a 100-year sentence 
for possession of heroin. Herut La- 
pid. head of the United Kibbutz 
Movement’s prisoner rehabilitation 
committee, has visited them and de- 
scribed the conditions in which they 
are being kept as “unbearable.™ 

They live in appailingly over- 
crowded cells, shackled by a 25-kilo 
chain and are allowed no exercise. 
One report from another source said 
that the prisoners pass syringes to 
each other in the hope of contract- 
ing Aids. Anyone suffering from the 
killer disease is immediately freed. 

Another Israeli given a tough sen- 
tence for narcotics dealing is ex- 
footballer Roni Calderon who was 
jailed more than 30 years in Brazil. 
But perhaps the worst sentence of 
all is that faced by Yosef Tahan who 
is still in an Egyptian jail awaiting 
execution. He was sentenced to 
death two years ago for smuggling 
heroin. In his defence, he said the 
drugs were intended for sale in 
Isarel, not Egypt. 

Will to sentences and the 
threat of years in jail far from home 
slow the spread of Israeli crime 
abroad? The experts think not. “Is- 
raelis never think they can be 
caught. Their whole attitude is that 
they are more daring and more clev- 
er than others,” said one Israeti pri- 
vate investigator specializing in 
white collar crimes abroad. “All [ 
can tell you is that I have never been 
so busy. I have work for the next 
four years.” 

The Israeli Police believe that Jo- 
cal criminals will continue to oper- 
ate abroad. But said one senior offi- 
cer: “The truth is that when you talk 
to officers from foreign forces, they 
tell you that Israelis are a very small 
part of the total picture. For us, it is 
a terrible thing because we are a 
small, very sensitive country. But 
abroad it’s not such a big deal.”

‘We must take the bull by the horns’ 


FOREIGN MINISTER Shimon 
Peres has a double-barrelled agenda 
awaiting him during the next six 
months. He wants to keep the peace 
process alive ard he wants to win 
the November elections. In many 
ways, the two goals are 
interdependent. 

On Monday. Peres departs for a 
12-day trip abroad that is slated to 
include a meeting of the Socialist 
International in Madrid -- where he 
is likely to meet with Soviet officials 
- and talks with U.S. leaders in 
Washington. He will speak to offi- 
cials of both countries of the need to 
Prevent a complete breakdown of 
peace moves. 

The foreign minister refuses to 
acknowledge any negative “slide™ in 
King Hussein’s attitude towards the 
Peace process, ascribing them to in- 
ter-Arab imperatives. Nonetheless, 
Hussein has not shown any great 
sensitivity :o Peres’s delicate politi- 
cal needs. Of the Soviets, Peres says 
outright that their hardline attitudes 
only “toughen” Israeli public opin- 
ion. And a “tough” public opinion 
will not vote for Labour. 

In recent months, Peres has re- 
sembled a general with no troops. 
Labour ministers are strangely reti- 
cent about attacking the peace po- 
licies of their Likud cabinet col- 
leagues. And many Labour party 
functionaries are moping about as if 


a Likud victory in the next elections 
is a foregone conclusion. 

Peres paints a dark picture οὗ a 
post-election Likud-led Israel. The 
peace process will grind to a com- 
plete halt, he says. So will his politi- 
ca! career, Labour party officials 
add. 

Peres will fight the next elections 
as if he were a one-issue candidate. 
Israel's military, economic, social, 
political and moral future all depend 
on one thing, he wilt say: progress in 
the peace process. The only way to 
achieve this is through a clear-cut 
Labour victory in the polls. 

“We must take the bull by its 
horns,” he says, “and the horns are 
the peace process." 


Peace and elections 


Q. Mr. Peres, you are departing 
next week for talks with the U.S. 
administration on its latest peace pro- 
posals. But most of the partners to 
the plan appear to be distancing 
themselves from it or rejecting it out- 
right. Does the Shultz plan still exist? 
Can it be revived? 

A. 1 think that a breakthrough on 
the plan is achievable if the Soviets 
adopt the American view of the 
character of the international con- 
ference. If this happens -- and ['m 
not sure that it will - then the plan 
will get a new lease of life. There- 
fore. we must wait and see what 
happens on the eve of the superpow- 
er summit, or at the summit itself. 

Q. And in Madrid will vou try to 
influence the Soviets in this 
directian? 

A. First of all, in Madrid I will be 
in for a very difficult time from the 
Sociulist parties. which support the 
PLO-style demand for Palestinian 
self-determination. This might. be 
the most difficult situation that I 
have ever encountered. I shall have 
to defend israel’s positions. 

Uf Soviet delegates are there, I will 
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talk to them. The Soviets could 
make a great contribution to the 
Peace process. not only on the issue 
of the conference, but also in estab- 
lishing ties with Israel and the issue 
of aliya to Israel. x 

Do they think that if they toughen 
their positions, Israeti public opin- 
ion will be more favourable to 
them? Quite the contrary — they are 
toughening public opinion in Israel. 

Q. What Soviet toughening are 
you referring to? 

A. On the matter of the confer- 
ence. They are moving first to the 
left and then to the right. Their posi- 
tion is totafly unclear. The docu- 
ment which they made public after 
Arafat's visit was most interesting. 
But then they started again with 
self-determination and a Palestinian 
State. The Soviet position is blurred, 
also on the matter of establishing 
ties with Israel — if progress were 
quicker on this matter, we would 
also advance the peace process. 

And I definitely intend to explain 
this to the Soviets and to the Ameri- 
cans as well, and this is one of the 
reasons why I am going to Washing- 
ton before the summit. 

Q. Do you feel that there has been 
an erosion of King Hussein's support 
for the peace process? 

A. Suppose I could meet with 
King Hussein tomorrow - what 
could I tell him? The cardinal issue 
right now, in my opinion, is not the 
position of the king, but the position 
of Israel. What do you want? The 
king is being constantly scrutinized. 
Barring a clear Israeli position, it is 
very difficult to advance. 

Lacking Israeli positions, we are 
left with rhetoric. There is an infi- 
nite number of rhetorical proposi- 
tions. The main question is: Is there 
an “Israeli option?” 

Q. How can you be sure that this is 
the question that the Israeli public 
will ask itself on election day? 

A. I am not certain. But 1 am 
duty-bound to make things clear. [ 
am not a fixer. | can explain my 
positions, this is a democratic coun- 
try. The public will either accept my 
positions, or it won't. 

I think that in the upcoming elec- 
tions, the public must give clear an- 
swers to three basic questions, 
which are interrelated: 

First, is the peace process to be 
renewed, or are we to sink into the 
status quo ~ if there is such a thing as 
the status quo. I believe there is only 
a deterioration. 

Second, will we succeed in build- 
ing Israel as a democratic Jewish 
state, or as a bi-national country? 

The third question stems from the 
former. To what should we give pri- 
ority — to settlements in the territo- 
ries, or to the Galilee and the Ne- 
gev? 

It’s quite clear that if the Likud 
and the religious parties win the 
elections, one of the first things that 
they wiil do is renew the’settlement 
drive in the territories. This will 
surely remove any chance for ἃ solu- 
tion in the future. And it embroils us 
in ruling the Arabs. 

These are the three clear ques- 
tions which I wilt ask the public to 
answer. These questions are real, 
and not imaginary, and nothing can 
be done without answering them, 
everything is paralysed. 

Q. Bur don't you think that there is 
a legitimate fourth question whcih 
the public must address: Even when 
you were prime minister, King Hus- 
sein and the Arab leaders repeatedly 
disappointed; shouidn't one ask how 
the parties here respond to that? 

A. They didn’t disappoint, what 
are you talking about. 

Jordan has stepped forward sig- 
nificantly: It negated terror, in prac- 
tice, contrary to all the other Arab 
elements, such as Syria, Lybia and 
the PLO. 

Second, it agreed to a method of 
negotiations based on 242 and 333 
and a non-coercive conference. [ 
know that many people are asking: 
Why doesn’t Hussein behave like 
Sadat? Promise Hussein what you 
promised Sadat and he will behave 
like Sadat. But even though no such 
promises have been made, he has 
taken a step in our direction. What 
complaints do you have against 
him? What do we want?

Q. You have recently cited opinion 
polls which show that over half the 
population supports Labour's posi- 
tions on such matters as territorial 
compromise and the international 
conference. But those same polls 
show far less support for the party 
itself. How do you explain the 
discrepancy? 

A. The gap derives mainly from 
the security-linked tension, 1 be- 
lieve. People want an iron - fist. 
There are a great many people who 
want to get rid of both the problems 
in the territories and the territories 
themselves — but in that order. All in 
all, I know that the decision will be 
made over two to three Knesset 
seats.

Q. Just as the rotation agreement 
was a novelty in the annals of demo- 
cratic countries, so are the elections 
being held after the rotation. Beyond 
your specific successes as prime min- 
ister on the matters of Lebanon and 
the economy, can you claim any 
more progress than the Likud on the 
matter of peace? 

A. I didn't have the time. In addi- 
tion, the Likud's policy affects only 
us. My policy is dependent on a 
great many countries. over which I 
have no control. In order to say no, 
its enough that you say it. To say 
yes, you need a symphony — the 
Soviets, the Americans. the Arabs, 
the Palestinians — so what kind of a 
comparison is this? 


Labour's positions 

Q. So then isn't there a need for 
α unilateral component in your poli- 
cy, in case you cannot advance the 
process — cannot orchestrate the or- 
chestra ~ even when you are the 
prime minister? 

A. Israel would gain by the very 
fact that it would appear to be lead- 
ing the peace process. I want to 
Temind you what Israel's stature in 
the world was when I was prime 
minister, and what it is today. 
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Q. Some people say that the poli- 
cies of the right must necessarily lead 
toa transfer. At the same time, others 
say that your policies must lead to the 
establishment of a Palestinian state, 
if only because Hussein is not strong 
enough to exert his influence over the 
territories. 

A. Do me a favour, don’t talk of 
these things in symmetrical terms. 
You are transferring me to ἃ mysti- 
cal world, Transfer is not a policy, 
first and foremost because it cannot 
be carried out. 

Second, a Palestinian state is not a 
foregone conclusion when there is a 
Jordanian offer to enter negotia- 
tions. I must remind you that all of 
the residents of Judea and Samaria 


(David Brasner) 
are Jordanian citizens. We'll see 
about this when we reach negotia- 
tions with Hussein. For now, it is we 
who have not agreed to negotia- 
tions. Hussein says, if you give me 
all of the territories. there is no 
problem. Why are we going to an 
international conference? Precisely 
because we are unwilling to give up 
ali of the territories. 

Q. What do you say to the fact that 
during your term of office more Jews 
came to live in the territories than 
ever before? 

A. One cannot prevent Jews from 
moving to existing settlements, one 


ony 
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cannot contro! the “flow of people.” 
The important thing is that no new 
settlements were set up. Anyway, I 
don’t think anyone really knows 
how many people joined the settle- 
ments -- or how many left them. 
Q. The party has recently formu- 
lated its peace plank, which you had 
to amend because of objections from 
party hawks. Perhaps it would have 
been better to formulate a more 
clear-cut plank, and not one which is 
clearly unacceptable to the Arabs. 
A. This programme is not a com- 
promise between hawks and doves. 
It is a fusion between the needs of 
security and those of peace. I told 
Arab students recently that if they 
think that our only task is to consid-

er the needs of the Arabs, and that 
we have no need to consider Isra- 
el’s, they can forget about it. No one 
expects us to accept the Arabs posi- 
tion before negotations start -- or for 
them to accept ours. If that would 
happen -- who would need negotia- 


.tions? Talks will start with a great 


gap between our positions and those 
of the Arabs, and the function of the 
talks is to bridge the differences. 
This is not.a tragedy. 

But we say clear and significant 
things ~ we say that we support terri- 
torial compromise, that we are seek- 
ing a comprehensive peace. These 
are significant things, which no one 


else is saying. 


Religious parties 

Q. Ezer Weizman said that he 
would be prepared to wear a streimel 
for the peace process. What's your 
reaction? 

A. What has happened in the past 
10 years is that the religious parties 
went all the way to the right. That's 
where the centre was eroded, as it 
has been in all of the Israeli political 
body. It's one of our great 
problems. 

We have to tum to the religious 
voter and not to the religious par- 
ties. 1 am sure that we will pick up 
votes among religious voters. The 
parties are actually bowing down be- 
fore the Likud. Look at the National 
Religious Party — they claimed that 
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we have distanced ourselves from 
them. But its the opposite — they 
have distanced themselves from us. 
When was the NRP part of Gush 
Emunim? 

Ὁ. Does this mean that you rule 


out the possibility of a coalition with 


the religious parties? : 

A. No. I am only taking into ac- 
count that the religious parties have 
become more extreme, The matter 
of a coalition also depends on the 
results of the elections. If. for exam- 
ple, the centre and left pick up 60 or 
61 Knesset seats, the religious par- 
ties will also have to do some soul- 
searching. It's a touch-and-go 
situation. 

Q. But does Weizman's statement 
reflect your sense of priorities? 

A. That's not the proper way to 
put it. 1 am quite willing to sit in a

streimel. I fail to see why I also have 
to wear one. I am willing to respect 
his needs. As a picturesque saying 
its nice, but I don’t have to be as 
Picturesque as Ezer. 

Q. But you are willing to be gener- 
ous -- at least as Shamir — toward the 
religious parties on religious 
matters?

I 
want to remind you that the Law of 
Return was formulated by the NRP. 


American Jewry 

Q. Don't you think that American 
Jews have failed to give you the polit- 
ical support which might be expected 
from your resolute refusal to agree to 
change the Law of Return? 

A. The Jews reject all the inter- 
pertations here of their political 
stance. They say that one shouldn't 
mix up their respect for an Israeli 
prime minister and their political 
beliefs. 

Among American Jews, there is a 
neo-conservative group which is 
quite vocal, but this doesn't mean 
that they express the views of all the 


jews. 

Q. Should American Jews play a 
role in the determination of Israels 
policy? 

A. Whatever our wishes, one can- 
not ignore the fact that the adminis- 
tration gives an attentive ear to the 
Jews. This has to be taken into 
account. 

Q. Don't you think that world 
Jewry is sliding to the right? Don't 
you think that in your trip to the U.S. 
you will find a Jewish community 
which is defending itself against a 
hostile-media, against criticism from 
the outside world? : 

A. I dont propose that they join 
the media criticism. On the other 
hand, I expect them to make up 
their minds, if they wish to, about 
two revelant issues — about the kind 
of Israel that they ial and about 
the peace process. They must decide 
how Israei will look with a peace 

and how it will look without 
one. And I am not pressuring 
anyone. 

Q. But the peace process is com- 
prised of complicated issues, such as 
the international conference. Are 
American Jews capable of taking a 
stand? 

A. Whoever is capable, is. Who- 
ever isn't — isn't. One‘can’t speak in 
generalizations. [ don’t think it is so 
complicated. 

It is true that we are witnessing a 
successful brainwashing campaign. 
We've already seen an international 
conference. What happened? There 
was an international conference that 
opened negotiations. What hap- 
pened? And this was under a Soviet 
regime that was more extreme than 
the preseat one. There is a total 
brainwashing here. I have to con- 
tend with scepticism on the one 
hand and with forgetfulness on the 
other. 

Q. This brainwashing which you 
are referring to was carried out by 
Israeli representatives Lata hie 
agreed to int.

HILLEL, while preserving an admi- 
rable even-handedness as Speaker, 
nevertheless stands on the political 
right of his party.

Ayalon sees little progress on the

“They have a full agreement in 
principle on the need for an interna- 
tional peace conference.

“It would be different it Mubarak 
or Abdel-Meguid were coming to 
Tel Aviv. But this trip cannot, in my 
view, have the slightest bearing on 
the fate of the plan.

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though obviously with Labour at the 
head and the Likud joining on the 
basis of consensus. 

Hillel is critical of the Israeli sys- 
tem of government, despite its 
seemingly super-democratic quality. 

“It's all very well having a system 
that exactly reflects political senti- 
ment on election day - 16 views 
produce 16 parties. But the Knesset 
must do more than reflect views. It 
must also govern, and the excessive 
political clout of the very small par- 
ties makes that very difficult.” 

As a Speaker with a long record 
of Knesset membership, Hillel is 


better placed than most to compare 
this hung Knesset with others and to 
assess the damage to democracy that 
the stalemated elections of 1984 may 
have wrought. 

The rise of Meir Kahane’s Kach 
party and its impact on the Knesset 
is one consequence that rouses the 
mild-mannered Speaker to rare 
fury. 

“As Jews, we just cannot tolerate 
racism!” he says flatly. 

Hillel personally spiked legisla- 
tion that he describes as “paralleling 
the Nuremberg Laws, though writ- 
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ten in the holy tongue.” And when 
Kahane successfully appealed 
against that to the High Court, Hil- 
tel put his job on the line and had 
the Knesset amend its House rules 
to back his own action. “1 would 
have been betraying my position if I 
had acted otherwise,” he says, 
stressing that the court, too, had 
said Kahane's policies were disgust- 
ing, though the bench had no choice 
but to rule in his favour prior to the 
amendment. 

The problem, he continues, 


agreeing that Kahane's language of - 


hatred has been too enthusiastically 
copied, particularly by right-wing 
Knesset members from the Likud 
and Tehiya, and also by the Ortho- 
dox, is that morally abhorrent terms 
such as “transfer” have thus ac- 
quired legitimacy. 

“We all have dark corners hidden 
within us. To protect its very exis- 
tence, society must legisfate to en- 
sure that they always remain 
suppressed.” ᾿ 

He believes that {egislation 
passed the present Knesset will 
block Kahane and the Kach party 
from standing for the next Knesset. 
and that it may also contribute to 
blocking racist expressions during 
the election campaign. Kahane. he 
points out, may well face being 
stripped of his immunity to stand 
trial for offences under the anti-rac- 
ist law following an application to 
the Speaker by the attorney- 
general. 

On other issues, he draws up a 
careful balance sheet. . 

“I have waged a constant battle 
with the government, including min- 
isters from my own Labour Party, to 
preserve the independence of the 
Knesset. It's often been put to me 
by Shimon Peres that he has had 
enough trouble gaining agreement 
to government measures within the 
cabinet without the need to have the 
Knesset thrash them out again. 

“But on balance, I believe that 
precisely because of the overwhelm- 
ing majority enjoyed by the national 
unity government, there has grown 
up a Knesset opposition within that 
coalition that has been, at least on 
some measures, nearly as significant 
as Her Majesty's loyal opposition. 

“The minimum wages law is just 
one telling example of legislation 
that the Knesset was able to push 
through in the teeth of government 
opposition. What the huge majority 


has produced is a weakening of co- 
alition and party discipline, because 
that discipline is no fonger quite so 
important as it is when the govern- 
ment has a small majority. 

"That is why. for example, this 
Knesset was able to force the gov- 
ermment’s hand over setting up com- 
mussions of inquiry into the bank 
shares crash, the Pollard affair. and 
the Shin Bet scandal. 

.. But in no-confidence votes, the 
Knesset, of course. has lost out. Un- 
less the major parties agree on a 
date for dissolving the Knesset, this 
s0vernment is in no danger from 
such votes. 


BUT WHILE Hillel may console 
himself with the thought that the 
national unity government has not 
seriously harmed the Knesset's 
functioning. he is equally well aware 
of the almost farcical anomaly pro- 
duced by wedding the warring La- 
bour and Likud parties. 

Public confidence in the political 
process must. he agrees. be strained 
by the sight of Labour and Likud 
back-benchers haranguing each oth- 
er in the sharpest terms. yet. and 
often only moments later, raising 
their hands in unison to Support pov- 
emment measures. 

But this was the fault of the elec- 
torate, he emphasizes, 

“They have to realize that a Knes- 
set divided 50-50 between these op- 
Posing blocks cannot function as we 
wouid wish, and that it's no way fo 
guarantee democracy.” 

The media, he says, have an im- 
portant educational role to play. and 
exposure, so long as it is put into 
perspective, is not merely legitimate 
but crucial, no matter how unwel- 
come it may be to those who are laid 
bare. 


Hillel is insistent that there has 
been no international! erosion of Is- 
rael’s image as a democracy, though 
he stresses that current policies have 
laid the country open to more wide- 
ly and freely expressed criticism. 
The visiting delegations continue to 
make their way to the Knesset.

200, is 2 remote hamlet in the heart 
of the Hebron hills surrounded by 
wheat fields and olive groves. The 
village’s older men, women and chil- 
dren work in the fields, while its 
young men work in Israel, many of 
them at the Tnuva plant in the Jeru- 
salem neighbourhood of Givat 
Shaul. 

Two weeks ago, Ahmad Amro, 
23, was killed, and villagers say he 
was shot by troops who pursued him 
for nearly two kilometres through 
hills and fields. The IDF spokesman 

" said the Military Police are still in- 
vestigating the incident and no de- 
tails can be divulged. 

The account given by the villag- 
ers, however, and by young men 
who say they fled with Amro, raises 
disturbing questions about the be- 
haviour of soldiers in isolated loca- 
tions in the territories, away from 
the public eye and the supervision of 
their superiors. Even if the account 
is only partially true, it calls for a 
response by the IDF. 

_ The story is in many ways typical 
of other unsolved fatal incidents in 
the territories said to be under IDF 
investigation. The results of such in- 
vestigations are hardly ever publi- 
cized, and it is even rarer that the 
IDF reports a soldier being pun- 
ished for violating open-fire orders.

In addition, there are still at least 
10 cases since the start of the upris- 
ing in which settlers have been im- 
plicated in fatal shootings in the ter- 
Titories. All are said to be under 
police investigation, but no results 
have been announced. 

According to the villagers at Beit 
a-Rush Tahta, the confrontation at 
their village really shouldn't have 
happened. The village is not a focus 
of the army’s attention: it is isolated, 
far from any main road that needs to 
be kept open, or from Jewish settle- 
ments that have to be protected. 
Neither has it been the site of any 
recent protests, they say. 


HOWEVER, TWO weeks ago, ac- 
cording to the villagers’ account, on 
Friday, April 22, a group of soldiers 
in a jeep passed through the neigh- 
bouring village of Majd, and or- 
dered residents to remove Palestin- 
jan flags and erase nationalist 
slogans painted on walls. The sol- 
diers said that they would return at 
three in the aftermoon, and wamed 
that by then their order was to have 
been carried out. 

When the soldiers came back, 
youths at Majd were waiting for 
them. They pelted them with stones 
and a clash developed. The soldiers 
broke up the riot and in the evening 
enforced ἃ clean-up campaign. 

Villagers at Beit a-Rush Tahta say 
that at about 8:30 p.m. Friday, sol- 
diers arrived and took nine men to 
clear rock Barricades on roads 
around Majd. Before the soldiers 
appeared, villagers saw them shoot- 
ing flares near an adjacent road, and 
firing shots which hit the upper 


himself. His prime minister had al- 
ready been campaining for over a 
month against the “Socialist non- 
candidate.” 

Raymond Barre, the unlucky cen- 
tre-right candidate of the first 
round, will now be able to boast 
before Chirac's Gaullist rally, the 
Rassemblement Pour la Republique 
(RFR): “I told you so, I warned you 
that the coexistence would only ben- 
efit Mitterrand!” 

And Chirac’s struggle won't be 
over: even if his score Sunday night 
is 48% or more, confirming him as 
the strong man of the right, he will 
still have to re-rally his troops, 
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floors of village homes. 

“They entered my house,” said 
one man, “grabbed me by the shirt 
and tore it, and ordered me into a 


vehicle with other men they had- 


rounded up to clear the roads. They 
took our identity cards, and on the 
way they sat on us. When 1 told 
them that my wife was about to give 
birth they released me along with 
three others, but five are still being 
held.” 3 

All day Saturday, a helicopter 
combed hills near Majd, apparently 
for fleeing suspects. 

At about 4:00 p.m. Saturday, vil- 
lagers say, a detachment of soldiers 
in a command car retumed to Beit 
a-Rush Tahta and pulled up inside 
the village. Young men, fearful of 
arrests and beatings, began running 
away into the countryside. Two 
groups of three soldiers began pur- 
suing them, firing in the air at first to 
stop the escape. 

The young men fanned out into 
the hills, as the six soldiers pursued 
them under the eye of a commander 
watching from a hilltop near the vil- 
lage. 

Villagers say Amro was one of the 
fast to flee, and was pursued by the 
soldiers for almost two kilometres. 

‘A young man who fied ahead of 
him and watched the chase from a 
hiding place, gave the following ac- 
count: “He was nmning through a 
field, and 8 group of soldiers was 
about 400 metres behind him. A 
soldier dropped to one knee, aimed 
and fired at him, hitting him in the 
leg. He fell, and then got up. run- 
ning in zig-zags. 

“One of the soldiers said, ‘I want 
to catch him,” but his commander 
said, ‘leave him alone, come back 
up.’ Before moving away, the sol- 
dier knelt again, aimed and fired, 
this time hitting Hassan in the lower 


tres before he keeled over and fell in 
a wadi.” 

Another youth who watched the 
shooting from the valley said: “I was 
calling him to come quick toward 
me. After he fell, the shooting con- 
tinued for some 10 minutes. I was 
pinned down, and unable to get up 
and go over to him. Finally the offi- 
cer on the hill shouted, ‘that’s 
enough,” and they left, without ap- 
proaching Hassan..Later they Ie! 
the village.” : 

Amro was carried back by the 
young men and put in a car that took 
him to Alia Hospital in Hebron, a 
drive of almost half an. hour. “He 
wasn't talking any more, and blood 
was coming out of his mouth,” said 
one of the men who saw him. He 
was declared dead on arrival, and 
later brought back to the village, 
where he was buried in a mass fu- 
neral attended by relatives from sur- 
rounding villages. Mourners 
chanted nationalist slogans, but 
troops did not intervene. 

Villagers ‘say no investigators 
reached Beit a-Rush Tahta after the 
incident. A man who brought Amro 
to Alia Hospital said he was ques- 
tioned at the Hebron police, and 
investigators had tried to get him to 
say that Amro had been killed a day 
earlier, on Friday. ‘“They kept say- 
ing, he was killed Friday, the day 
they claim troops shot at a petrol 
bomb thrower.” 

The fact that the soldiers had not 
approached Amro after he was shot 
indicated to the villagers that the 
troops were not trying to apprehend 
him. “If he was a suspect they want- 
ed to arrest, they would have gone 
over to him after he fell,” said a 
man. 

“The whole thing was really like a 
fantastic dream,” the man added .

“The soldiers came in, and when it 
was all over they vanished, leaving 
us alone again.” 


ONE WONDERS whether the pub- 
lic will ever know whether the ac- 
count given by the villagers has been 
corroborated by the IDF. The inci- 
dent, like many others during the 
uprising, has been forgotten as daily 
reports of new fatalities crowd it off 
the front pages. 

Senior officers are apparently 
making strenuous efforts to prevent 
excesses by troops, but these still 
appear to be cropping up. 

A week ago, a group of reservists 
could be seen at the Dehaishe refu- 
gee camp throwing rocks at a house

But if he doesn’t reach 48%, the 
RPR faces a future identical to that 
of the Communist party: bleeding to 
death. For Chirac himself, it will 
mean the beginning of a long winter:

join a reshuffled governmental cen- 
tre-left. Worse, Chirac will not be 
able to lead the remnants of his par- 
ty on the benches of the National 
Assembly. The law required him to 
tesign from his parliamentary seat to 
become Mitterrand’s prime minis- 
ter, as it did all his cabinet ministers. 
All that remains for him now is Par- 
is, whose mayor he is -- a prestigious 
position, but without real political 
power. 

Assuming that Mitterrand is the 
winner, the new prime minister does 
not necessary have to be a member 
of the Socialist Party. In the last 
days of the campaign, Mitterrand 
explained this again and again to his 
supporters, adding that the French 
people craved unity. To some ob- 


servers, this indicated that he was 
preparing the ground for a govern- 
ment including some Barre 
supporters. 

All the analysts have noted tbat 
during the two-hour TV debate be- 
tween Mitterrand and Chirac last 
week, the president did not even 
once utter the word “socialism.” 


APPARENTLY, Mitterand’s care- 
fully devised scheme to break up the 
right has worked. The change of 
system introduced by the Socialists 
for the 1986 parliamentary elections 
has produced the desired result: the 
emergence of a strong extreme right 
wing, led by Jean-Marie Le Pen. 
The Fifth Republic had aban- 
doned proportionnal representation 
in favour of a system that would rid 
the parliament of the perpetual hag- 
gling that had characterized the Na- 
tional Assembly since the end of 
World War Π. As a result, after 
1958, only the main five of six strong 
parties were present on the benches, 
instead of the multitude of small 
groups representing all the nuances 
of the wide-ranging French political 
spectrum. The smail parties had to 
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merge with the bigger ones or disap- 
pear. The centre dwindled and 
France was divided into left and 
right. 

Mitterrand, winning the presiden- 
cy in 1981 after 23 years in the oppo- 
sition, set out to break up the stron- 
gest right-wing party, Chirac’s RPR, 
so the left could remain in power 
unchallenged for many years. The 
way to do this was to move the left- 
ae split right into the middle of 

ight.

After 1981, France had indeed 
slowly moved to the right. Obvious- 
ly, Mitterrand did not create the 
National Front, but his decision on 
the election system heiped Le Pen 
grow from an obscure chief of a 
minute extremist group into a leader 
of a recognized national party. His 
bombastic declarations on the North 
African immigrants, his nationalistic 
pathos, and his racism and xenopho- 
bia worked like an axe inside a be- 
wildered right: because Le Pen 
spoke of the immigrants, Chirac was 
careful to avoid the issue — till it 
became impossible to mention it. 

Even the left was dragged into an 
unfelicitous comment on that issue. 
“Le Pen is asking some right ques- 
tions, though he is advocating the 
wrong answers,” said a Socialist 
leader. 

Le Pen’s National Front was the 
perfect example of what democrats 
could never accept. However, a rel- 
atively high percentage — over five 
per cent — of supporters of Chirac's 
RPR were influenced by Le Pen's 
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sharp formulations, saying that 
‘Chirac had been too soft on the 
immigration question. At the same 
time, Mitterrand gained ground in 
the centre-right by saying that true 
democrats could only oppose any 
alliance with Le Pen. 

The more the RPR tried to. win 
over Le Pen supporters, the more 
centrist supporters it lost to Mitter- 
rand. And the more Chirac pursued 
what looked like a social-democrat 
line, the more votes he fost to Le 
Pen. A perfect Catch-22. 


IF MITTERRAND is re-elected by 
astrong majority (55%), he is likely 
to be tempted to call for an early 
election to the parliament, where his 
supporters are now in the minority. 
With a lower score, he will 
maneuver with the centre-right until 
autumn. Then, he may well play his 
hidden strong card, former presi- 
dent Valery Giscard d’Estaing.

The Saudi arms build up -- good or bad for Israel?.. 


THIS WEEK's failure by Opec members in Vienna 
to reach an accord on joint output cuts, and its 
consequential weakening effect on the price of 
crude oil, appears to be indirectly beneficial to 
Israel's national security interests. The overall im- 
pact of the oil market over the past seven years has 


been to constrict the resources available to the 
Arab oil-producing states and hence their ability to 
live up to their aid obligations to the “front-line” 
states facing Israe/: at the same time, commitments 
to assist {raq against the Iranian threat have lapped 
up a good deal of their declining surpluses. Not 
surprisingly, outside observers estimate that Arab 
aid to Syria has been halved over the years. placing 
clear limits on Damascus’s military build-up. 

Seemingly, the weakening of the oil market 
should have had a similar effect on the build-up of 
the Saudi armed forces as well. In fact. the overall 
Saudi Arabian budget for FY 1988 was announced 
to be $39.4 billion — a 14 per cent drop from the 
$45.5b. budget of 1987. Only five years earlier the 
Saudi budget was well over $100b. 

Such cutbacks in Saudi spending should have led 
to fiscal conservativism in defence spending. As a 
side effect, it should have led to a lessening of any. 
need for Israel to come to terms with massive 
American arms sales to Saudi Arabra of the Awacs 
variety from the early 1980s. This could have led to 
an easing of occasional tensions between the U.S. 
aud Israel at times when the administration sought 
to push large arms sales through Congress in accor- 
dance with American law. 


Yet recent developments, epitomized by the sale 
of Chinese CSS-2 ballistic missiles to Riyadh, indi- 
cate that the Saudi acquisition of major weapons 
systems continues as though there had been no 
depression of international oil prices during the 
past several years. Many analysts point to the Sau- 
dis’ purchase in February 1986 of 72 Tornado strike 
and air defence fighters, their continuing search for 
a Red Sea submarine force. as well as their deter- 
mination to acquire a new main battle tank as 
evidence of their unabated military build-up. 


But certain features of Saudi Arabia's acquisi- 
tions in recent years, as well as changing strategic 
circumstances in the Middle East, suggest ta some 
observers that Israel might need to reassess its 
historic opposition to large-scale U.S. arms sales to 
the Saudi kingdom. 


SAUDI ARABIA has succeeded in substantially 
diversifying its sources of supply over the past 
several years. U.S. foreign military sales to Riyadh 
at their high point reached $5.3 billion in 1982 and 
then sank to between 520, and 330. in 1984 and 
1985 according to Jane's Defence Weekly. A conii- 
dential State Department report cited by The New 
York Times this week stated that U.S. arms sales to 
Saudi Arabia would amount to $950 million in 1988 
-- ἃ substantial drop from the levels reached earlier 
in the decade. 


Saudi reliance on Western European sources of 
arms, of course, is not particularly new: The British 


have been actively involved in arming the Saudis 
since the 1940s. 

What is new is the extent of involvement of a 
variety of countries that previously had not pene- 
trated this largely American preserve. Most nota- 
ble among the new entries into the Saudi arms 
market is China with its CSS-2 missile noted above. 
Beijing and Riyadh do not even maintain diplomat- 
ic relations. 


Dore Gold 
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Less dramatic but nonetheless significant has 
been the budding arms connection between Saudi 
Arabia and Brazil. In January, Riyadh announced 
that it had selected the Brazilian EE-T1 Osorio as 
its new main battle tank. The contract for 1,200 
tanks and a local production facility is expected to 
reach at least $5b. 
__ Inaddition, Saudi Arabia may succeed in obtain- 
ing American military systems without turning di- 
rectly to the U.S. itself. The renewal of diplomatic 
relations between Riyadh and Cairo in the after- 
math of the November 1987 Amman summit may 
lead to a restoration of Arab military-industrial 
cooperative ventures tying Egypt to the Arab states 
of the Arabian Peninsula. 

At the same time, the designation of Egypt as a 
non-Nato ally of the U.S., like Israel. should lead 


to greater U.S.-Egyptian military industrial coop- 
eration. This bas already been exemplified by 
American willingness to allow Egypt to assemble 
the MI Abrams Tank locally. Reportedly, the Sau- 
dis are interested in procuring the Mi Abrams 
directly from Egypt in addition to the Brazilian 
tank. If permitted, the acquisition of a U.S. weap- 
ons system from Egypt would allow the Saudis to 
circumvent Congressional oversight of American 
arms transfers to Riyadh. 

Finally, there exists a school of thought in Israel 
that claims that both the peace process and the 
Iran-Iraq War have created a new strategic situa- 
tion according to which Israe] ought not to look 
unfavourably at arms sales intended for increasing 
Sunni Arab military capabilities against revolution- 
ary Shi'ite lran. According to this yiew, the Israeli- 
Iranian connection from the days of the shah, will 
not be restored in the post-Khomeini period; fur- 
thermore, [ran will probably become Israel's main 
security problem in the east, aside from Syria. 

Since the Saudis are currently engaged in deter- 
ring Iranian expansionism in the Persian Gulf, they 
may, in fact, be supporting Israeli national security 
interests as well as their own. Weakening the Saudi 
defence build-up, from this perspective, does not 
necessarily do Israel a great service. 


THESE FACTORS taken together do not add up 
to a clear-cut revision of the past Israeli approach 
to Saudi weapons acquisitions from the U.S, They 
do, however, pose sharp dilemmas for Israeli poli- 


TED KOPPEL, the popular an- 
chorman of ABC's “Nightline.” did 
not go to Israel to do an extraordi- 
nary weeklong series of pro- 
grammes with any great sense of 
optimism about the future of the 
Arab-Israeli conflict, As a result, he 
has now retumed to Washington 
neither overly encouraged nor 
depressed. 

“It's not the first time that I've 
been to the region,” he said in an 
interview with The Jerusalem Post. 
“I was pleased with our series of 
programmes only because 1 think 
they illustrated that this is really a 
problem that doesn’t lend itself to 
easy solutions. Sometimes. [ think, 
certain segments of the American 
public who don’t follow this story 
very closely have this notion that all 
it takes is a well-meaning American 
diplomat to spead two or three 
weeks out there and it could be re- 
solved rather like a iabour 
negotiation.” 

Koppel, an experienced dipto- 
matic correspondent who covered 
the State Department during Henry 
Kissinger’s tenure as secretary of 
state in the 197(s, pulled off a re- 
markable journalistic feat on Amer- 
ican television with his series from 
Jerusalem. Widely regarded as the 
best interviewer on American tele- 
vision, his shows reached a relative- 
ly large late-night audience. 

“I think if anything came out of 
the week's worth of progranimes,” 
he said, “it was the sense of the 
depth of frustration and animasity. 
{t highlighted some of the Catch-22s 
that exist in trying to bring about 
solutions. particularly in the differ- 
ences between the Palestinians and 
the Israelis, 

“Neither one is prepared to make 
the initial concession that would 
permit them to sit down and begin 
negotiating. And when you face that 
Kind of obstinacy on both sides - 
and it’s an obstinacy that each side 
feels is fully justified -- then you 
don"t come away with a great deal of 
optimism.” 


VISITING ISRAEL after an ab- 
sence of several years reminded 
Koppel rather starkly of the depth 
of the problem. “1 think what being 
in Jerusalem perhaps reinforced for 
me...was that you're really dealing 
with leaders on both sides who see 
things in a context of oot a few

This point was vividly driven 
home to him on Saturday.

“Et drew my guide's attention to 2

The story has stayed in Koppel's 
mind. ‘When you look at that,” he 
said. “then you realize that the 
events of four and a half or five 
months — as much of an impact as 
they may seem to be having on 
American public opinion — those 
events are viewed through an entire- 
ly different prism by a man like 
{Prime Minister Yitzhak] Shamir. 
who tends to view things in biblical 
terms.” 

Koppel recalled an exchange on 
one programme that he had with 
Prof. Walid Khalidi, a Palestinian 
scholar at Harvard. “Khalidi made 
the observation that yes, it may be 
that the Jews claim that Jehovah 
ceded the Jand in perpetuity to 
Abraham, therefore to the Jewish 
people. But as he then put it. ‘Allah 
didn’t tell me that." ” 

This kind of thinking has con- 
vinced Koppel that the struggle be- 
tween Israelis and Palestinians will 
continue. “I tend to view these 
things from a somewhat historical 
perspective,” he said. “My belief is 


to ἃ conclusion — don't even begin to 
move toward.a conclusion — until the 
pain of the status quo is greater than 
the perceived pain of trying to 
change long-held positions. And 
quite frankly, as I look at events in 
Israel and the occupied territories 
today, 1 don’t think that either side 
yet feels that the pain of the status 
quo is that great. 

“Now the day may come, and 
when it does, and I hope that Amer- 
ican diplomacy can help. But I think 
at the moment, it’s rather 
pointless.” 


KOPPEL, A REALIST, recognizes 
the built-in limitations of television 
in allowing the two sides to honestly 
put forward their respective views. 
Thus. he does not accept the public 
pronouncements of Israeli and Pal- 
estinian spokesmen as necessarily 
representing their bottom-line posi- 
tions during the three-hour “Town 
Meeting” debate he hosted at the 
Jerusalem Theatre. 

“Again,” he said. “you have two 
barely seen forces at work here. The 
less malevolent of the two is the 
political process in Israel, which ob- 
viously now is in the middle of a 
parliamentary campaign. You have 
to be very, very cautious about the 
public posture that you strike be- 
cause it can have enommous political 
consequences for you. . 

“The more malevolent subcur- 
rent, I think, was on the Palestinian 
side in that it took courage enough 
for those three panelists just to 
come on the programme and an- 
nounce their allegiance to the PLO.

It was never 
our intention, it was never our ex- 
pectation, it was never even our 
hope that what we could do would 
be to bring the two sides together. 

“Our intention was to clarify to an 
American audience that frequently 
doesn't pay a great deal of attention 
to foreign policy precisely what the 
complexity and the depth of the 
problem is. I never bad any illusions 
that we were going to bring about 
any meeting of the minds over 
there. But in order to show the 
depth and the complexity of the 
problem what you have to do as a 
moderator in a situation like that is 
to act as though there is a possibility 
of an agreement here — you pose the 
questions, you put forward the pro- 
posals, and then each side responds 
in the way that each side in this case 
did. It makes it very clear just what 
the differences are between the two. 

“And that's all we could hope to 
do, all we could expect to do.” he 
continued.

Sotheby’s Judaica maven . 


“I KNOW a little about books,” admits Chimen 
Abramsky, professor of Hebrew and Jewish studies at 
London's University College, leading authority on | 
Marxism and Judaica. consultant on Jewish books and 
manuscripts to Sotheby's, the London auction house, for 
the past 20 years, and’ possessor of a personal library of 
approximately 10,000 volumes. This and other slightly 
self-deprecatory asides punctuate conversation with 
Abramsky, who is currently in Israe] -- wearing his 
Sotheby's hat -- for the International Judaica Fair at 
Jerusalem's Binyenei Ha’uma which ends today. 

In a pre-fair interview, Abramsky beetled his way 
towards the exhibition ball, took us past half-a-dozen 
Chapall paintings casually propped against a stand 
where they were waiting to be hung, and led us to the 
cabinets holding the books and manuscripts he knows so 
well, the surrounding trestle tables laden with ritual 
artefacts.

A little-known three-volume daily prayer ΗΝ 


book with commentary by leading 18th-century Hebrew 
polemicist Yakov Emden represents “ἃ major docu- 
ment,” one of the most important historical sources oa 
18th-century Jewry. 

The significance of another 18th-century work, in this 
case an illustrated Italian manuscript on ritual slaughter 
by Rabbi Kazes Carpi, says Abramsky, lies in the ana- 
tomical drawings of the animals and the rarity of the 
author's self-portrait being included. This, he stresses. is 
the only manuscript he knows of which contains a Jewish 
self-portrait. 

The perfect artistry of an 18th-century Italian illus- 
trated Scroll of Esther, decorated with animal and geo- 
metric designs, could probably, says Abramsky, have 
been executed only by a non-Jew. To back up this claim, 
he leafs though the catalogue and points to the primi- 
tive style of ornamentation of other scrolls, in these 
cases executed by Jewish artists. 

Assuming that it would be of particular interest to the 
interviewer, the last book that Abramsky singled out 
was an early 19th-century Italian prayer book, its rarity 
being that its author was one Esther Volterra, a woman. 

Summoning an assistant, Abramsky orders a few 
more choice items to be brought out and takes hold of 
what he describes as one of the “prized possessions...of 
great dramatic and literary value” -- a stunning Italian 
illuminated marriage contract which almost obscures his 
diminutive figure. He recalls how he was able to date the 
item when he first viewed it in Israel earlier this year. 
Recognizing the surname of the bride, Stella, as being 
that of Moshe Chaim Luzzatto, the famous 18th-century 
Italian Hebrew poet and kabbalist, Abramsky recalled a 
letter he'd read back in England in which the same 
poet's teacher strongly rebukes his pupil for pursuing a 
cousin who's already betrothed to another. The cousin, 
Abramsky was able to prove through the letter, was the 
self same Stella, and thus the contract could be dated to

While collecting books and manuscripts has become 
an increasingly popular hobby, with a resulting rise in 
demand for texts..there has been no equivalent increase 
in supply, says Abramsky, who claims to know the 
whereabouts of all private and non-private collections. 
In fact, there appear to be fewer rare books around and 
thus they are becoming harder to obtain. θὲ: τὰ 
αὶ For pomecce: ate Lape little about books.”"

SOME TIME AGO, Rabi Yehuda 
Amital, the widely- revered head of 
the Har Etzion hesder yeshiva in 
Alon Shvut, said in an interview: 

“I should like to see a balanced 
religious Zionist party that is not 
locked into any particular 
conception.” 

Amital now has such 2 party. In 
fact. he was a central figure in its 
foundation, and is deeply involved 
in drafting its platform and drawing, 
up its Knesset list. 

The party's name is Tamid, mean- 
ing “ever,” but here an acronym for 
‘nua Mercazit Datit, Centrist Reli- 
gious Movement. And its platform, 
the drafting of which began half a 
year ago, is being completed for pre- 
sentation to the public in about a 
fortnight. 

But unlike so many of the parties 
that have come and gone since the 
state was established, with people 
eager to get into the Knesset with- 
out as much as a splinter, let alone a 
platform, Tamid's people are vying 
with each other nor to be put on its 
list for the November elections. 


THE PROBLEM of the list is caus- 
ing the nominations committee se- 
vere headaches. 

Amital himself is known to con- 
sider himself to be most useful as an 
educator, and therefore to have re- 
jected suggestions that he head the 
Mie of appear on it in any “realistic” 
slot. 

And he is not the type to do what 
other distinguished figures have 
done: head the list in order to attract 
ballots — and some people believe he 
would attract many non-Orthodox 
voters as well as the Orthodox cen- 
trists — with the intention of resign- 
ing after the elections. 

Some of his associates also think 
he would be wasted in the Knesset 
plenum and committees. They be- 
lieve, however, that if the party wins 


enough mandates to gain a signifi- 
cant role in the government, Ami- 
tal’s proper role would be that of a 
minister without portfolio. In their 
view, his very presence at cabinet 
deliberations would do a great deal 
to improve both their content and 
their quality. 

For instance, expressing his 
known opposition to indiscriminate 
religious legislation would help to 
reduce the tension between the Or- 
thodox community and the others. 
He might thwart the passage of such 
legislation, and would show the non- 
Orthodox world that there are other 
Orthodox faces and voices than 
those they have come to regard as 
typical. 

The Tamid people cite, as a bla- 
tant example of harmful attempts at 
religious legislation, the efforts to 
obtain the “declarative’ amend- 
ment that would have the Law of 
Return specify halachic conversion. 
Amital himself is known to believe 
that the Reform movement's recent 
accretion of prestige and power in 
Israel and in the Zionist movement 
is in no smail measure due to this 
kind of legislative activity by the 
Orthodox parties. 

So far, Amital is not known to 
have rejected the possibility of being 
a minister-without-portfolio. 


ANOTHER PRIME mover in the 
formation of Tamid is Rabbi Dr. 
Daniel Tropper. also a Jerusale- 
mite, head of the Gesher move- 
ment, which works for understand- 
ing between the Orthodox and 
others. 

He, too, is named by some as one 
who ought to be among those lead- 
ing the "s Knesset list. In his 
nearly 20 years as head of Gesher. it 
is noted, he has accumulated a vast 
circle of acquaintances, both close 
and casual, in all sectors of Israeli 
society, and a wealth of experience

TAMID'S PEOPLE, mainly of Na- 
tional Religious Party background, 
do not consider the movement pri- 
marily a reaction to the NRP’s radi- 
cal shift to the right as reflected in its 
Knesset list. In fact, it is a gross 
error to regard Tamid as an Ortho- 
dox left-wing answer to an NRP led 
by such rock-ribbed “Whole Land 
of Israel" stalwarts as Avner Shaki 
and Hanan Porat. 

Amital and Tropper, at least, 
have in the past accepted the charac- 
terization of “right-wing pragma- 
tists." They accept the classic princi- 
ple of the messianic restoration as 
outlined in Maimonides’ code. 
Amital is even understood to accept 
some of the more “hawkish” con- 
structions of Nahmanides regarding 
the Jews’ political and military rights 
and duties in the Land of Israel. But 
they both categorically reject the 
slogan of “Messiah now - at all 
costs.” 

They also reject the slogan of 
“Peace now — at all costs.” 

In this connection, there is a mis- 
taken public impression that Amital 
initiated a request to Oz Veshalom/ 
Netivot Shalom, popularly referred 
to as “the religious Peace Now

It is understood that what really 
happened was that when that move- 
ment leamed of the plans to form 
Tamid, its leaders called Amital and 
offered to remain in the background 
meanwhile, so as not to give Tamid 
a blatantly leftist tinge. 

Amital reportedly thanked them 
warmly, and indicated that he would 
appreciate their continuing to keep 
their as a movement, though 
be would welcome their members 
joining as individuals. And indeed, 
one of their activists, Prof. Shlomo 
Rosenberg, is a key Tamid activist, 
and a colleague of his, Prof. Aviezer 
Ravitzky, has been mentioned as a 
possible Tamid Knesset candidate. 


IF ANY SLOGAN could character- 
ize Tamid regarding the political -- 
i.e., territorial -- question, it might 
be: “Eyes and ears open to what is 
happening: mind open to every pos- 
sibility and exigency.” 

The Tamid leaders are under- 
stood to insist that they were moved 
to enter politics primarily by their 
view that religious-secular relations 
had reached the danger point and, 
above all, by what they believe is 
happening to the Jewish character of 
the State of Israel. 

Amita! is known to regard these 
as “life-and-death” issues. He has 
said that “Ὁ State of Israel devoid of 
Judaic characteristics cannot 
stand." 

He believes that the problem of 
the state's Jewish character does not 
concem only religious Jews, and is 
not one to be dealt with by the con- 
ventional kind of religious legisla- 
tion. From the halachic standpoint, 
he has said, there is no significant 
difference between a Jew’s watching 
a movie on Shabbat in a cinema or at 
home, so the efforts at Knesset or 
municipal legislation to shut the cin- 


eking the middle ground 


emas on Shabbat are not only off the 
mark, but even harmful. 

BY THEIR CENTRIST approach, 
the Tamid people expect to attract 
not only NRP loyalists dissatisfied 
with their party. They also expect to 
win over many national-religious 
Jews who in the 1981 and 1984 elec- 
tions gave their votes, depending 
mainly on their stand on the territo- 
rial question, to Likud, Alignment, 
Tehiya and Matzad, but who have 
ceased being doctrinaire on that is- 
sue in addition to coming around to 
Tamid’s views on the religious-secu- 
lar problem. 

Moreover, they hope to attract 
many non-Orthodox Jews, even se- 
cularists. who are also concerned 
about the increasing alienation of 
youth from Jewish knowledge and 
values. 

All told, Tamid hopes to win 2-3 
seats in the elections, which its lead- 
ers believe will suffice to make it a 
balance-tipping force in a Knesset 
and government in which they be- 
lieve the traditional right and left 
forces will be deadlocked in a tie. 

One close observer of the Reli- 
gious Zionist scene, who agrees with 
all Amital’s views on both the NRP 
and the national issues, believes that 
Tamid’s only hope of attracting a 
substantial number of votes is to 
jead its list with a “leftist™ like Ra- 
vitzky. But even he, this observer 
believes, would not draw enough 
votes to get into the Knesset. 

Tamid political innocents like 
Amital and Tropper, however, are 
not as concemed about immediate 
electoral victories as they are eager 
to start being a political force. 
Whatever happens in the November 
elections, they believe their partici- 
pation in the campaign will result in 
ἃ permanent transformation in the 
content and quality of the debate in 
Israeli society in general and in the 
political arena in particular. 


Soviet immigrants get 
their act together 


FOR CLOSE to 20 years, Russian 
immigrants have talked about the 
need to form an organization that 
would speak with one voice on mat- 
ters of aliya and absorption to the 
Jewish Agency, the government and 
the Jewish world. 

This week a new body. tentatively 
called the Zionist Federation of So- 
viet Jewry, was established to fulfill 
this role. Its chairman is Natan Shar- 
ansky and its leaders include other 
prominent former refuseniks and 
Prisoners of Zion. 

Why have the common isterests 
and concemss of this large communi- 
ty, which numbers about 196,000, 
until now been represented by close 
to two dozen organizations? 

One reason for these difficulties 
lies in the mysteries of the Russian 
character. Yuri Stern, the spokes- 
man for the Soviet Jewry Education 
and Information Centre (SJEIC), 
explained the problems here by tell- 
ing a story: 

“Someone once asked a French- 
man what would be his fondest wish. 
He said: ‘My neighbour has a beau- 
tiful mistress; [ want a woman just 
like her.” Then he asked an Ameri- 
can the same question. The Ameri- 
can said: "My neighbour has a fancy 
car. I want one just like it.” Then he 
asked a Russian, who said: ‘My 
neighbour has a fine cow. What I 
would like is for that cow to drop 
dead.” 

The competition and jealousies 
between the existing Russian olim 
organizations, which are intense in 
any case, have been compounded by 
the political machinations of the Li- 
kud and Labour. Each of the two 
large parties has sought to influence 
Russian olim by sponsoring its own 
immigrant association. 


AN ASSEMBLY held in Jerusalem 
last Sunday. attended by close to 
370 representatives of Soviet Jewish 
groups. uganimously chose Shar- 
ansky as the chairman of the new 
body. and elected an executive to 
tun it. 

Sharansky said at the assembly 
that the new federation will include 
representatives of all existing bodies 
and would act as a pressure group 
on issues of aliya and absorption. 
He insisted that the new body is not 
a political party and that it would 
not run in the elections, 

The executive is composed mainly

of prominent former refuseniks and 
Prisoners of Zion: Sharansky, Ida 
Nudel, Yosef Mendelevich, Yosef 
Begun, Yuli Edelstein. Alexander 
Kholmiansky, Rabbi Eliahu Essas 
and Arye Volvovsky. The other 
members are representatives of 
three of the major Soviet olim 
groups: Anatoly Gershonson of the 
Association of Soviet Immigrants 
(Labour). Avigdor Lieberman of 
the Union of Soviet Inmigrants (Li- 
kud) and Shmuel Azarkh of the 
STEIC. 

Mendelevich said that the new 
federation is a “sign of maturity. 
Each organization has realized that 
it has to give up something for the 
greater good. Many people said we 
couldn't do it. But this gathering is 
already a victory. We need this or- 
ganization to enable us take our 
rightful place as a community.~ 

Stern noted ironically that a cru- 
cial boost for the federation had 
come from an unlikely quarter: So- 
viet leader Mikhail Gorbachev. “He 
helped us reach this point by provid- 
ing us with the leadership capable of 
creating such an organization.” 
Stern was referring to the long-time 
refuseniks on the executive who 
were recently released, and who 
have become symbols of the struggle 
of Soviet Jewry. 

People like Begun. Nude! and 
Sharansky have become something 
of an “aristocracy” among the Rus- 
sian olim. They enjoy enormous 
prestige world-wide; they have been 
spared many of the trials of absorp- 
tion that others are forced to under- 
20; and they are too prominent to be 
targets of crass political pressures. 
This has given them an independent 
perspective and stature that was ap- 
parently a key factor in persuading 
others to go along with setting up 
the federation. 

Some of the participants in the 
assembly predicted that the federa- 
tion will fail, as other attempts to 
unify Russian olim have failed over 
the years. But others were confident 
that the authoritative position held 
by its leaders would enable them to 
hold it together. 


SHARANSKY plans to tackle the 
problems of the absorption system 


head-on, through a series of projects 
that lean on American Jewish sup- 
port. : 

He told the delegates that soon 
after he left the Soviet Union he was 
asked by the United Jewish Appeal 
to speak at fund-raising events in the 
US.. 

“I said to them: How can you ask 
me to raise funds for the Jewish 
Agency. when at the same time our 
olim are holding a sit-in in the office 
of the head of the Agency Aliya 
Department?” 

The sit-down protest was over 
rent increases in absorption centres. 

“T told them I was ready to help, 
but that I thought that the money 
should be given directly to the olim 
for housing. The UJA uses Soviet 
Jewry as one of its main themes for 
raising money. But you know what 
happens to the money when it gets 
to the Agency!" 

Sharansky said he hoped thou- 
sands of Jews would be released 
soon from the Soviet Union. “But 
even with the hundreds that have 
come here recently, we can see how 
bad the absorption system is. People 
come to me tc help them with their 
problems. Sometimes I feel like a 
branch of the Jewish Agency.” 

From his contacts with American 
fund-raising leaders, Sharansky 
learned that they are “deeply disap- 
pointed with the Jewish Agency and 
the government bodies that handie 
absorption.” and are ready to do- 
nate funds directly to the Soviet 
olim -- ou condition that they speak 
with one voice. ‘ 

Among the absorption projects 
that could be financed with contri- 
butions from abroad, Sharansky 
mentioned supplementary housing 
loans and an employment service. 

Sharansky seemed optimistic 
about the new federation’s chances 
of success. “Two weeks ago, 1 was 
still full of hesitations. But now it 
looks better. We now have individ- 
uals and groups in the leadership 
who wouldn't sit at the same table 
before.” 

Looking back over the struggles 
of the past few years, be said: “We 
fought the officials of the KGB to 
make aliya, and then we had to fight 
here with the officials who control 
absorption. It's time we stopped 
fighting the bureaucrats and started 
to take responsibility for our own

ONE PUBLIC figure whose name has been mentioned as a 
possible candidate for the Tamid list is Prof. Aviezer Ravitzky. a 
leader of Oz Veshalom, a religious peace movement. Ravitzky 
told The Jerusalem Post that he had decided not to stand because 
he was personally unhappy with the way in which the new list was 
developing, but be did not want to discuss his reservations as he 
did not wish to cause it any harm. ᾿ 

Another leader of Oz Veshalom, Prof. Uriel Simon, told Tne 
Post that Rabbi Yehuda Amita] had wanted to set up a party 
incorporating the dissatisfied elements in the NRP, and it was 
important for him - Amital - to preserve a centrist image. 

“For that reason, he has asked us to keep out of it for the time 
being,” Simon said. “I can even justify his reasoning to some 
extent. In any case, when they are organized and have their 
platform. we shall sec whether we cao go along with it. 

Another activist in the religious peace movement. Moshe Hal- 
bertal of Netivot Shalom. said it was true that his group's members 
wanted a religious party to oppose the NRP, but they were not 
willing to establish such a party. : 

Tt would be a party, he said. that would be concerned with moral 
issues, such as women’s rights and minority rights, a party really 
prepared for territorial compromise, ready to open a new page in 
relations between religious and secular. ᾿ 

Such a “centre-left” group, which would include the Align- 
ment's Rabbi Menahem Hacohen. the religious peace leaders and 
the Tora Va’avoda movement, could, Halbertal predicted, garner 
two to three Knesset seats. It would naturally look towards the 
Alignment for a coalition and would definitely not be ready to 
form a narrow coalition with the Likud. ? 

“If they offer a real alternative, we will support them,” he said. 


PRYWES, who also spoke of the centrist image of the new list, 
said he did not see Ravitzky as a candidate, because none of those 
involved in the discussions was an “extreme dove.” 

“The list must be at the centre, both religiously and politically,” 
he explained. ‘It must be ready to form a coalition with either the 
Alignment or the Likud, and not just the Likud, as the NRP bas 
already committed itself." 

In political terms, Prywes said, he himself believed that the Jews 
had the right to all of Eretz Yisrael, but he did not think this was 
an overrnding consideration, describing it as “idolatry” on the 
part of some of the present leaders of the NRP. : 

In his view it could be sacrificed for peace, but he stressed that 
such a peace must be one that ensured the continued existence of 
Israel. He took what he described as the “historical” view, one 
which had been prevalent both in 1948 and 1967.

area alone. Each morning, Levy's 
mailbox overflows with 15 or 20 in- 
vitations to social gatherings and 
cultural events sponsored by Likud 
Knesset hopefuls.

of invitations into offers that cannot 
be refused. - Ξ 

For wage earners such as Levy, a 
salaried employee of ἃ Histadrut- 
owned concern, the dizzying march 
of such events may entail a consider- 
able financial burden. 

“Say you have a gathering in Tel. 
Aviv that begins at seven in the eve- 
ning. You have to be there. And it 
hits you right in the pocket. There's 
the cost of driving there, you may 
have to Ieave work early — and those-

“E personally welcome the idea of 


central committee elections ta de- 
cide on the candidates and their po- 
sitions on the list. It is far more 
democratic and I think it will be 
better in the long term,” she said. 

Under the previous system, 
MK’s had no Obligations to their 
(party) constituencies or to the pub- 
le who voted them into the Knesset.

BEN-ARTZI'S late father was a 
stalwart Herut supporter and helped 
found the branch in Acre which at 
that time was a predominantly La- 
bour town. Although she disagreed 
with his politics, she learned a great 
deal from her father about ideologi- 
cal principles and what it meant to 
fight for those principles. 

She hit back at those who had 
recently lambasted Labour's new 
electoral system. She noted that 
Eliyahu Speiser, secretary of the 
party's Tel Aviv district, had written 
ἃ long article in Ma‘ariv, berating 
the innovative format. 

“Speiser wrote that it would pro- 
duce mediocre candidates who 
would be afraid of sticking their 
necks out for fear of upsetting some- 
body. He maintained that politi- 
cians were entitled to their private: 
lives and should not be penalized for 
not attending every social function, 
like weddings or barmitzvas,” said 
Ben-Artzi, a mother of two and a

of us in Beersheba have it much 
easier than mercaz (central commit- 
tee) members in the’ peripheral 
towns. 

“Last week someone from Sderot 
told me that with all the invitations 
he gets requiring him to drive to 
Beersheba, it's about time someone 
included a tank of gasoline.” 

But the cost of being courted is 
more than financial. “It comes at 
the expense of your family, at the 
expense of getting any rest.” 

Nonetheless, Levy continues, for 
the two months ing the selec- 
tion of the Knesset slate, every sin- 
gle member of the mercaz with vot- 
ing privileges is made to feel like 
royalty. 


DESPITE THEIR bravest efforts, 
however, a large number of the can- 
didates are known in advance to 
have no real chance of gaining a 
place on the 120-name list, Levy 
maintains. He cites a recent study 
indicating that to be chosen, candi- 
dates must have the block support of 
600 mercaz members. 

In Levy’s view, peripheral regions 
suffer as a consequence. ‘In past 
elections, as far as either Herut or 
the Labour Party were concerned, 
the State of Israel existed between 
Gedera and Hadera. A branch like 
Petah Tikva received two represen- 
tatives (Gideon Gadot and Haim 
Kaufman) but the Negev was alto- 
gether unrepresented.” 

‘But candidates are nonetheless 
eager to attract strong support in the 
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former teacher who retired two 
years ago as director of the pedagog- 
ic teacher-training centre in Acre in 
order to devote more time to mainly 
voluntary public activities. 

“I disagree with this point of view 
entirely. People who hold any form 
of public office should be prepared 
to serve the public they are sup- 
posed to represent 24 hours a day, if 
Necessary. 

“A local councillor wouldn't last 
five minutes if he didn't serve his 
constituents,” added Ben-Artzi, 
who was the first woman to be elect- 
ed to the town council over 12 years 
ago and is currently the only woman 
councillor. 

Apart from regularly attending 
town council meetings, she is chair- 
man of the Acre auditorium, which 


τ is largely responsible for organizing 


all the cultural activities and enter- 
tainment in Acre and was responsi- 
ble for arranging the town’s recent 
“Vocalise™ music festival. Her other 
activities, “too numerous to men- 
tion” also include chairing the local 
road safety. 

“Under the new system, candi- 


dates chosen by the central commit- ὦ 


tee or the district will be answerable 
to those who elected him,” she ex- 
plained, adding that this would lead 
to greater consistuency 
representation. 


BEN-ARTZI RIDICULED the 
charge that the “primaries” would 
produce mediocre candidates. “The 
Labour party is a pluralistic party, 
composed of people from all walks 
of fife and ethnic groups; secular 
and religious, hawks and doves, in- 
tellectuals and hard workers, the 
clever and the not-so-clever and this 
is reflected in the candidates,” she 
said. 


Negev, which has developed into a 
Likud bastion in recent Knesset 
elections. In 1984, the Likud took 
107,970 of the 244,479 votes cast in 
towns from Ashdod to Eilat. 

“The 1984 Negev vote gave five 
Knesset seats to the Likud," Levy 
notes. “Dimona, for example, gave 
60 per cent of its votes to the Likud, 
Beersheba 48 per cent. So the south 
is extremely important to the Likud.

“Apart from the familiar camps of 
Shamir, Sharon and Levy, there are 
also sub-camps such as that of

“T have absolute faith in the wis- 
dom and ability of members of the 
central committee to choose the best 
candidates. Similarly, [ believe that 
if a particular candidate is not elect- 
ed, there is a good reason -- not 
simply that he didn't anend some- 
body's wedding or bar mitzvah.” she 
said. 

In the last elections, Ben-Artzi 
supported the Rabin camp and can- 
vassed hard in the Wester Galilee 
district and the party generally on 
behalf of Rabin and his followers. 
Recently she received a call from an 
MK who was elected on the Rabin 
list to represent the Western Galilee 
district. 

“He rang to ask for my vote in the 
central committee. I had neither 
seen nor heard from this person for 
four years and here he was suddenly 
ringing up for help." Ben-Artzi 
Tecounted. 

“Fasked him why he hadn't called 
a district meeting at least twice in 
four years to discuss general issues. 
‘Oi va'voi," 1 told him if he weated 
the public as he had treated us. 

“informed him categoricaily that 
he would not be getting my vote at 
the central committee election or 
any votes from the’ 40 members of 
the Western Galilee district (includ- 
ing nine from Acre),” said the 
Straight-talking Acre councillor. 


THE CENTRAL committee mem- 
ber also made it clear that she felt 
that no places should be reserved, 
even for the leadership. “All the 
candidates, including thase who 
have held ministerial positions. 
should stand or fall on their merits.” 
she declared. 

“On the other hand. although I'm 
in favour of bringing in new. voun- 
ger faces, I'm opposed to making a 
clean sweep of the party's old guard. 
Those who have been at the helm 
have experience and this is essential. 
We have to ensure that there will be

the Liberal Party is a sore point ever 
hovering in the background, both 
because the number of Liberal seats 
is deemed vastly out of proportion 
to their voter appeal, and because of 
the financial war chest at the Liber- 
als’ disposal. 

“You always know that when a 
Liberal candidate invites you to a 
function, funch or dinner will be 
served. When the invitation is from 
a Herut candidate, they're so poor 
you may even have to bring your 
own coffee with you, just to get 
something to drink.”

AS TIME PASSES, however, Levy 
believes that the Negev will receive 
increasing attention from national 
Likud leaders, in part because of a 
mounting campaign to attract Bedu- 
in voters.

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a balance,” she said. 

She also maintained that candi- 
dates who visited members of the 
central committee, instead of simply 
phoning or writing. stood a better 
chance of winning support. Face-to- 
face contact forged a personal con- 
nection. she noted.

“Obviously we hope that the can- 
didate from Western Galilee, Car- 
miel mayor Baruch Wenger, will be 
given ἃ realistic place on the list for 
the Knesset.”” 

Ben-Artzi is very much a grass 
roots person herself. Her parents 
immigrated to Israel from Bulgaria 
and came to Acre when she was 10. 
She fell in love with the mixed Jewi- 
sh/Arab port town with a history 
approaching 4.000 years and its 
combination of antiquity and 
modernity. 

Closely associated with the Arab 
community. Ben-Artzi believes it is 
important for Arabs and Druse to 
have representation on the Labour 
list. The places had been fixed. 35 
and 40, respectively. All that re- 
mained was to chose the candidates. 

The count-down to the central 
committee meeting on May 26 will, 


no doubt, continue to be hectic for

area mercaz members are Beduin, 
and Levy, whose mother tongue is 
Iraqi Arabic, and other local activ- 
ists, are focusing on the communi- 
ty’s voter potential of as many as 
three Knesset mandates in order to 
reverse the traditional Labour dom- 
ination of the sector (45-48 per cent 
in 1984).

Britis! 


IN A DOCUMENTARY screened 
at peak viewing time last Thursday. 
Thames Television's This Week 
team purported to examine what 
really happened in Gibraltar on 
March 6, when an SAS team shot 
dead three IRA terrorists who bad 
been plotting a bombing on the 
rock. 

Based mainly on eyewitness testi- 
mony, the programme advanced the 
theory that the IRA trio had been 
slain summarily, shot without warn- 
ing. even as they were ruising their 
hands in surrender. 

Given that Foreign Secretary Sir 
Geoffrey Howe had previously stat- 
ed that the trio were warmed by the 
advancing SAS men, and that they 
were shot only because the elite 
troops believed their own lives to be 
in danger. it was not surprising that 
Howe tried hard to have the pro- 
gramme cancelled. 

The decision by the Independent 
Broadcasting Authority. television's 
watchdog body. to defy Howe's re- 
quest, reportedly left Prime Minis- 
ter Thatcher white with anger. She 
said in an interview on Friday that 
her reaction to the documentary was 
“much deeper than being furious.” 

To the objective observer, the 
programme initially seemed, as in- 
deed the IBA stated. to have been 
responsibly made. It made no effort 
to conceal the murderous intent of 
the IRA bombers, showing footage 
of previous IRA atrocities, and 
cayefully detailing the likely conse- 
quences had the bombers succeeded 
in their mission. : 

The star witness, Carmen 
Proetta, seemed sensible and calm. 
and her central allegation was as 
unequivocal as it was devastating: 
“There was no interchange of 
words. there were just shots. [t 
looked like the man was protecting, 
the girl because he stood in frant of 
her. But there was no chance. They 
dropped to the floor immediately.” 

In the light of that evidence, much 
animated speculation might have 
been anticipated in Britain over gov- 
ernment shoot-to-kill policies. But 
far from focussing on Preetta’s alle- 
gations, the spotlight has been 
turned instead on the witness 
herself.

In Britain’s predominantly Con- 

servative press. innumerable col- 
umn inches have been devoted ta 
Proetra’s long-standing “anti-Brit- 
ish” views. her alleged links to pros- 
titution, and her husband's drug- 
smuggling convictions. She is now 
considering legal action for defema- 
iion and libel. 
MORE CRITICALLY. the docu- 
mentary’s credibility has been 
gravely shaken by the charge. from 
its most respected witness. that it 
was distorted and unbalanced. Lt.- 
Col. George Styles. former head of 
army bomb disposal in Northern 
Ireland. says that ‘those aspects of 
my evidence that did not agree with 
their thesis were played down, while 
those that supported their line were 
amplified.” 

Styles says he told programme- 
makers he believed the SAS men 
genuinely thought the bombers 
were urmed, and also that there was 
no way the SAS couid have ruled 
out the threat of a remote-con- 
trolled bomb. But the finished pra- 
gramme did oot reflect either of 
those viewpoints. 

Given Styles's claims, one might 
be rempted to question the integrity 
of the programme-makers, and the 
Gibraltar coroner's inquest into the 
killings later this summer will now, 
ta some extent, indirectly be putting 
This Week itself on trial. 

The curious fact remains. howev- 
er. that Howe claimed not to have 
seen the programme at the time he 
asked for its postponement. He 
knew nothing of its findings. He 
was. he said, merely seeking to 
avoid “trial by television.” He want- 
ed to block a documentary he feared 
might prejudice the inquest. 

But in giving his version of events 
at Gibraltar to the House of Com- 
mons. Howe himself had already 
done exactly what he sought te pre- 
vent This Week from doing. running 
the identical risk of prejudicing the 
inquest. If he felt free to express bis 

conclusions, why did he seek to pre- 
vent journalists expressing theirs? 

Surely all the evidence -- whether 
from the Foreign Office. Thames 
Television or any other source — will 
in any case be rigorously cross-ex- 
amined at the inquest.

Instant Koppel 


TELEREVIEW Philip Gillon 


IT WAS a stupendous feat on the part of 
Israel to have got hours of television time 
on Ted Koppel’s Nightline show on ABC. 
Admittedly, it wasn't on prime time, but still 
not every country in the world has achieved so 
momentous a public relations feat. Whether 
we came off well or badly from the show is 
irrelevant. There is an old adage in the public 
relations game, “J don’t care what you say 
about me, as long as you spell my name cor- 
rectly.” 

1 am filled with a considerable measure of 
indignation on behalf of all my American 
friends who are passionate supporters of Isra- 
el. Knowing how dedicated they are to our 
interests, I am sure that they suspended ail 
their normal activities for the duration of the 
show, so as not to miss a single shot, lest some 
anti-Israel bias should require them to write 
letters of protest to ABC calling for Koppel’s 
head. They may well protest that a double 
standard was applied yet again, in that Israelis 
were only required to watch a mere 45 minutes 
on Second Look. 

Dissatisfied Americans alleging we bad it 
easier than they can paraphrase Byron's claim 
that love is only part of a man’s life. but is 
woman's whole existence and apply it as an 
analogy to TV shows about the Middle East. 
After all. Americans have other legitimate 
interests that should attract their attention on 
television, such as the choice of their next 
president and the possibilty of reaching an 
understanding with the Russians, whereas 
what is happening in Israe] and the occupied 
territories should dominate our entire lives. 
So we, not they, should have had to sit 
through 10 hours of TV about us. 

We have been screaming to high heaven for 
months that nobody tries te present our side of 
the uprising fairly and objectively. so it is hard 
to understand why, when Koppel obliged, Is- 
rael Television was too churlish or lacking in 
imagination to suspend all programmes and to 
present the whale of Koppel’s programme in a 
marathon telecast. Perhaps Channel Two will 
oblige, as it did with the Denmanjuk trial. 

T have no way of knowing how the 45 min- 
utes shown to us were selected, and am, of 
course, extremely suspicious that Director- 


General Uri Porat may have denied us some 
of the pro-Palestinian coverage. 

I may be doing him a grave injustice. When 
the Manchester Guardian was taken over to 
become The Guardian of London ander new 
management -- more's the pity — the editor is 
alleged to have said to Neville Cardus, the 
famous cricket and music critic, whose inimi- 
table style was rather omate, “I don't care 
what the hell you write, Neville, as long as you 
do it in one-third of the space.” The producers 
of Second Look may merely have been given a+ 
similar order when they condensed Fone, 

So we got a sort of instant coffee or rs 
Digest version of Koppel’s enormous brew. It 
was rather like petting a condensation of Mac- 
beth: “There's this good general who wins a 
war for the king, but he meets three dames 
who look like the leaders of Tehiya, and they 
give him some strong propaganda, which he 
talks over with his wife. She takes up a Kach 
stand, and persuades him that they should try 
to kill off everybody in Scotland, but it doesn’t 
work out, so she develops a conscience and it 
kills her, and he loses a duel with a guy whose 
mother had a Caesarean." 


1 HAVE indulged myself in this long Neville 
Cardus-like preamble, partly because I have 
enjoyed writing it, but mainly as an alibi 
against any accusations of misconceiving the 
show by people who saw the whole thing. fam 
judging only by what I saw on Second Look. 

Tt was an astonishing feat on Koppel's part 
to have gotten leading Israelis and Palestin- 
ians together on the same platform, appearing 
before a carefully selected crowd of represen- 
tatives of both nations, covering, as far as I 
could judge from the applause, all points of 
view. Being an incurable optimist, 1 thought 
that we were getting a preview of the peace 
conference that will take place as soon as 
Shimon Peres is elected prime minister and we 
have got Yitzhak Shamir tucked safely out of 
the way. 

It seemed to me that the Palestinians won 
the debate hands down, mainly because the 
hard facts are so strongly in their favour. At an 
early stage, we were shown what looked -- 
perhaps in dubious taste — like a sports score- 


card: ‘Palestinians 174, Israelis 2." (One of 
the two Israelis.was killed by another Israeli, 
according to the IDF, and Professor Arakat, a 
Palestinian. claimed that the correct score was 
234-2.) 

We were shown little Arab boys and women 
savagely arrested and badly beaten up by 
heavily armed Israeli soldiers. One soldier 
said of the little boys, “They're cute,” but 
nevertheless this thought did not prevent fero- 
cious action being taken against them. The 
shots seemed to substantiate the opening 
claim of Prossor Ashrobi. a Palestinian wom- 
an, that stones are a form of protest that 
cannot be equated with rubber bullets and live 
ammunition. ᾿ 

MK Eliahu Ben-Elissar used mostly cliches, 
on which he has relied, instead of thoughts, 
for so long and with such success. He inspired 
great enthusiasm among his supporters in the 
audience. 

He did produce a very interesting confron-- 
tation when he challenged Arakat to define 
his borders for his. proposed Palestinian state. 
After some objections, Arakat said defiantly, 
“The West Bank and the Gaza Strip. includ- 
ing Jerusalem.” His mention of Jerusalem 
brought relieved cheers from the Jewish war- 
mongers in the audience, who obviously felt 
that, if the Palestinians are thinking about 
getting Jerusalem back, there is no point in 
talking to them about peace. 

As against this, MK Ehud Olmert. came up 
with a startling idea. He said that “they” -- 
apparently a contemptuous reference to the 


left — talk peace, but the Likud makes peace, 7 


and that the Likud will do the peace-making in 
the end. Everyone was taken aback, till La- 
bour's Haim Ramon commented, “If you 
make peace like you did in Egypt, giving back 
all the land, it'll be O.K.” 

In fact, Olmert's claim requires some care- 
ful consideration. The Likud split over the 
Camp David Accords, while Labour support- 
ed them unanimously. Significantly, almost all 
the Likud’s principal leaders of today, particu- 
larly Yitzhak Shamir, were opposed to Begin’s 


peace. 
Still, if Olmert wants the glory of claiming 
to be a leading peacemonger, I'm delighted, 


and wish him well, aad hope that be swings his 
entire party behind him. ᾿ 


IT IS beyond my comprehension how Celine 
Dion, the Canadian-born Swiss, won the Eur- 
ovision song contest. She looked very st 


geance. Her clothes made her look like an 
oversized Goldilocks. Finally, she sang in 
French. Bertie Wooster's uncle commented 
once that he disliked France because people 
there talked French. " 

It would help if Israel Television bothered 
to provide us with translations of the lyrics in 
Hebrew. They have ample notice, so there is 
no reason why they should not do so. 

The song contest can be considered on 
several levels. As straight entertainment, it 
is appalling, The standards of the lyrics, music 
and execution fall far below normal pop song 
programmes. The explanation for this is obvi- 
ous: Composers of pop songs know exactly 
what their message is and to whom they are 
trying to deliver it. Composers of songs for the 
Eurovision contest are not sure whether they 
are writing about nature, national pride, love 
reciprocated or love scorned, or what the devil 
they are trying to write. The average pop 
composer knows that “it is love and love 
alone™ the world is seeking. The Eurovision 
songwriters know their audience. those myste- 
rious, anoymous, faceless juries out there in 
TV land. " 

When Datner and Kushnir sang a witty 
song about lazybones, cabinet ministers Gide- 
on Patt and Yitzhak Moda‘i feared that it 
would give a false image of Israel. This year 
we tried with a safe, mediocre song about 
being a buman being, which seemed to be safe 
enough. and of which Patt and Moda’i proba- 
bly, approved. We were lucky to come 
seventh. 

This brings me to the second aspect of the 
contest — using it as a barometer of our nation- 
al popularity. Singing about our being human 
beings obviously didn't convince certain 
blond, blue-eyed northern Europeans that we

luch of his verbal vaulting is far 
beyond me, for although the style is 
bright and funny, the level is not for 
new immigrants struggling with ba- 
sic Hebrew.

Evron is quite far-out in his con- 
clusions. When I tuned in, we were 
at Yavniel and the end of the Jewish 
revolt ‘against the Romans, and the 
start of Halacha, which, according 
to Evron and counter to accepted 
wisdom, “thas preserved itself, but 
not the Jewish people.” In fact, 
what Halacha has done in the inter- 


vening centuries, he observed, has 
been to “throw out all deviant 
movements -- even, almost, the Has- 
sidim.” If it had not excluded all 
except the strictest conformists, Ev- 
Ton suggests, perhaps Judaism and 
not Christianity might have con- 
quered the world. 


In its eat real yh he claims, “Is- 
tael was political. In the post-Baby- 
lon period, the national power be- 
came religious and its character 


‘changed completely.” A similar de- 


velopment seemed to be implied for 
Zionism. 

Much of his message, which will 
be badly received in many quarters, 
is that Zionism has stopped being 
relevant. ‘Political Zionism began 
as a revolt against religion and the 
religious community. And accord- 
ing to ‘classic’ Zionism, any Jew 
who feels himself to be one is one.” 
Many Jews killed by the Nazis, Ev- 
ron reminded us, were not Jews ac- 
cording to Halacha. 


The purpose of Zionism was to 
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not one in constant tensioa with the 
rest of the world,” he said. 

By contrast, the Jewish state to- 
day, while open to all Jews, does not 
welcome non-Jews as residents. 

Golan : You mean Arabs? 

Evron : No, no. 

How right he is, as is known to 
anyone familiar with the struggles of 
“Christian Zionists” to remain here. 

Finally, Evron made the point 
that “the ultra-Orthodox can 
stones all they want,” which is not 
strictly correct but is a relative truth. 

Like any review, this is an inade- 
quate account of the interview, 
which in turn could not be anything 
but an inadequate account of the 
book, timed to coincide with our 
40th year of soul-searching.

Welfare state

You must hold 
on to each other, your fate is intertwined with his and his economic state 
can eventually affect you as well. si 

‘This is an economic truth. The more profound reason, however, is that 
we are all together in the same economic boat, responsible for one 
another, because: “I am the Lord your God who brought you out of 
Egypt to give you the land..." (verse 38). ΑἹ that we own does not 
actually belong exclusively to us. but to the one above, and He does care 
for all of us equally. That is why we are enjoined ve’hai ahicha imach. 
“let your brother live alongside with you.” While Tora does aot require 
absolute utopian equality for all, it insists that we live and let live — not in 
the passive sense of the word, but making it possible for others to live 
too, i.e. by securing their basic, vital needs for life. ς᾽ ᾿ 

The rabbis (Sifra ad. loc., quoted by Rashi) emphasize that this 
commandment to “uphold” one’s brother when he fails economically 
means that we should forestall his total economic downfall. It-may be 
compared, they said, to an “excessive load on the back of an ass. So long 
as it is still on the ass’s back. one person is enough to get hold of it and put 
it right; the moment it has fallen to the ground, not even five persons are 
able to pick it up.” Once a person joins the poverty cycle it becomes 
almost impossible to pull him out. The purpose of welfare is to prevent 
this from happening. 2 ᾿ 

As part of the commandment which makes us responsible for the 
welfare of the poor, we are warned: “Do not take interest of any kind 
from him, but fear your God” (verse 37). Often there are individuals, 
organizations, or welfare agencies who are supposedly out to help the 
poor and the destitute, but while doing it, they make sure to further their 
own interest, accumulating riches or power on the backs of the poor. 

For instance, there are those whe offer mortages to help provide 
housing for the needy, but make sure to charge such outrageous interest 
rates that the mortgage can never be paid up. Tora warns those who do 
that to “fear God.” who is able to read and figure out the “catches” 
hidden even in the smallest print of the contract that the poor sign in the 
moment of distress. 

Many interpretations were read into those three key words of Tora's 
teaching concerning mutual economic sibility, νομαὶ ahkicha 
imach, “let your brother live with you.” Rabbi Mordechai Hacohen (in 
his Min Hatora) says that these words teach us that when you do help 
your brother, the. matter should remain imach, “with you" and you 
should not publicize it all over. This help should also be imach, “with 
you,” while you are still around — not like the philanthropy of those 
people who bequeath large sums for charity to be given out after they are 
dead, but do not extend help to a person in need while they are still alive 
and might derive some ‘enjoyment from the fruits of their generosity. 

Maimonides lists in his code (Hilchot Matnot aniyim 10:7) eight levels 
of giving charity. The highest level is when one takes the poor person into 
his business or plant and enables him to earn a decent living rather than’ 
depend on welfare. Some commentators wished to find the source for 
Maimonides’s ruling in the words ve'hai ahicha imach, your brother shall 
live along with you and join you in your own economic enterprises. 


THOSE WORDS ve'hai ahicha imach, “‘let your brother live alongside 
with you,” were applied also in an altogether different context, in the 

-Solution of a major and oft-quoted moral dilemma cited in an ancient 
tannaitic source (Sifra and TB Baba Metzia 62a): “Suppose two men are 
journeying through the desert, only one of whom has a bottle of water. If 
both of them drink, they will both die; if one of them only drinks, he will 
reach safety. Ben P’tura held that it was better that both should drink and 
die than that one should witness the death of his comrade. But Rabbi 
Akiba refuted this view by citing the scriptural verse: ‘and thy brother 
shall live with thee’. With thee — that is to say, thine own life comes before 
thy neighbour's.” 

Ahad Ha-am (Asher Ginzberg, 1856-1927), a leading modern Jewish 
philosopher, considered this hypothetical case as a most striking example 
of Jewish ethics versus other (especially Christian) systems of ethics. 
Jewish morality, according to Ahad Ha-am, does away entirely with 
subjective attitudes and is based solely on objective absolute justice. 
“This sense of justice must be made independent of individual relations. 
as though it were a separate entity; and before it all people, including the 
self, must be equal. All people, including the self, are under obligation to 
develop their lives and their faculties to the limit of their capacity, and at 
the same time each is under obligation to assist his neighbour's self- 
development, so far as he can. But just as I have no right to ruin another 
person's life for the sake of my own, 80 I have no right to ruin my own life 
for the sake of the other's... Both our lives have the same value before 
the throne of justice.” 

We do not know who Ben P'tora was; but we do know Rabbi Akiba as 
one of the most authentic voices of Judaism. Ben P’tora, the altruist. 
does not value human life for its own sake; for him it is better that two 
lives should perish, where death demands no more than one, so long as 
the altruistic sentiment prevails. Jewish morality, argues Ahad Ha-am. 
looks at the question objectively, Every action that leads to loss of life is 
evil, even if it springs from the purest sentiment of love and compassion. 
and even if the victim is himself the agent. 

In the case before us, where it is possible to save one of the two lives, it 
is a moral duty to overcome the feeling of compassion, and to save what 
can be saved. But to save whom? Justice answers: Let him who has the 
power save himself. Every person's life is entrusted to his keeping. and to 
preserve your own charge is a nearer duty than to preserve your 
neighbour's. ἢ 

Whai ahicha, “your brother shall live," iach, “alongside with you,” 
only on condition that you too stay alive. One must not give his life so 
that someone else should live. This does not apply, however. in all cases. 
There is another story in the Talmud (TB Pesahim 250) about the man 
who came to Raba (2nd-3rd century) and asked him what he should do 
when one in authority threatened to kill him unless he would kill another 
man. Raba replied: “Be killed and kill not. Who told you that your blood 
is redder than his? Perhaps his blood is redder?”

Folk singer Joan Baez. 


(Rhode Island) Folk Festival. Al- 
though her name was not on the 
Programme, her performance was 
greeted with wild applause and she 
transfixed the audience. one critic 
wrote. “with her achingly pure 
soprano,"* 

She was immediately offered con- 

tracts by record companies but 
turned them down to retum to her 
Boston coffeehouses. By the follow- 
ing year. however, she was confi- 
dent enough to make her debut re- 
cord, called simply “oan Baez.” 
__ During the 1960s and much of the 
"70s, Baez's popularity as a record- 
ing and performing artist grew, and 
she was acclaimed as the “queen of 
the folksingers." At the same time, 
she became an anti-war and civil 
Tights activist. frequently perform- 
ing for free at protest rallies and in 
Support of her favourite causes. 

In 1964, she informed the Internal 
Revenue Service that she would not 
pay that portion of her income tax 
that went for military expenditures. 
Three years later, Baez, her mother 
and a sister spent 45 days in jail for 
demonstrating at an army induction- 
centre. 

She married peace activist David 
Harris in 1968, shortly before he was 
sent to prison for three years be- 
cause he refused to register for the 
military draft. The following year, 
Baez scored another rousing tri- 
umph at the legendary Woodstock 
Festival and gave birth to her son. 
Gabriel. 

In the early "70s, she paid a visit to 
Hanoi while U.S. planes were 
bombing the North Vietnamese cap- 
ital, which hardly endeared her to 
most of her countrymen but had no 
effect on the size of her audiences 
and her musical productivity.

HER LIFE, if not tranquil, has been 
largely out of the press spotlight 
during most of the “80s, Last June 
she cut her first studio album in 
more than eight years, The album. 
called “Recently.” brings her total 
to over 50 and was released by Gold 
Castle, one of the smaller labels. 

She has not been idle, howev- 
er. She has been taking the voice 
lessons she never had in her youth, 
and they have completely turned 
around a preblem she faced a de- 
cade ago. Then she told an inter- 
viewer that “the upper range is dull- 
ing in my old age. A litte taining 
and 1 can stretch my voice another 
five, ten years.” 

In addition, during~recent years 
she has worked consistently with 
Amnesty International and Human- 
itas, and completed her just-pub- 
lished autobiography, ‘‘And A 
Voice To Sing With: A Memoir." 

She will also be busy on her tour 
of Israel. Besides the two concerts 
and rehearsals, her itinerary in- 
cludes 2 Peace Now reception in 
Jerusalem, a meeting with Mubarak 
Awad at his Palestinian Centre for 
the Study of Non-Violence and a 
visit to Bir Zeit University at the 
invitation of its president. 

Still in the planning stages are a 
trip to the Gaza Strip and meetings 
with Yesh G’vul and other peace 
organizations. Baez says she has not 
tried to schedule any meetings with 
government leaders, Labour or Li- 
kud, but she hopes that some politi- 
cians will come to the Peace Now 
reception. 

From Israel. Baez and her group 
will tour Europe for three months 
and give concerts in Austria, 
France. West Germany, Switzer- 
land, Spain and Turkey.

THE NOTION that King Solo- 
mon's fabled fleet had not set sail 
from the head of the Gulf of Eilat 
had its first unconscious stirrings in 
Alexander Flinder's mind as be 
flipped his way underwater round 
the southern edge of Coral Island a 
few months after the Six Day War. 

Circling the small island with a 
group of Israeli friends equipped 
with aqualunes, the British architect 
had been buffeted by the rough wa- 
ters in the open sea on the eastern 
side of the island. As he reached the 
side facing the adjacent Sinai main- 
land, however, the waters grew sud- 
denly calm. 

The thought about King Solo- 
mon's fleet came later. According to 
the Bible (1 Kings 9: 26-28), “King 
Solomon made ἃ navy of ships in 
Ezion Geber, which is beside Eloth. 
on the shores of the Red Sea in the 
land of Edom.” 

The work was carried out with the 
assistance of Solomon's faithful ally, 
King Hiram of Tyre, who sent 
“shipmen that had knowledge of the 
sea.” There were few peoples in all 
of history who had better knowledge 
of the sea than the Phoenicians of 
Tyre and Sidon. Hiramn had already 
sent skilled craftsmen to Jerusalem 
to help build Solomon's magnificent 
temple. Now, with wood apparently 
lashed to the sturdy flanks of cam- 
els, his shipbuilders and sailors 
made the long trek southward with 
Solomon's men to the southern sea. 
It was this fleet that sailed to Ophir 
“and fetched from thence gold, four 
hundred and twenty talents, and 
brought it to King Solomon.” 

The site of Ezion Geber had been 
identified in 1939 by American ar- 
cheologist Nelson Glueck as Tel el- 
Kheleifeh, a small mound in Akaba, 
just across the border from present- 
day Eilat. It was not a prominent 
site but it had some potable water 
and a shorefront clear of rocks on 
which boats could be drawn up. This 
finding was suebsequently chal- 
lenged by Israeli archeologists and 
in 1965 Glueck backed off from his 
initial conclusion. 

IN A talk delivered recently at Kfar 
Hamaccabi, Flinder. one of the pio- 
neers of underwater archeology in 
Britain, described how the notion 
that Coral Island. 14 kilometres 
down the coast, from Eilat, was the 
site of Ezion Geber began to take 
shape. The romantic-looking island 
is dramatically capped by a Crus- 
daer castle and the island is girdled 
by the ruins of a Byzantine wall. But 
archeologist Benno Rothenberg had 
found in 1956 pottery evidence of'ah 
Egyptian presence in the 12th-13th 
century BCE - almost two millennia 
before the Byzantines. The story of 
Solomon dates to about 1000 BCE. 
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Coral Island story 


Did King Solomon's fleet set sail from Coral Island? 


What struck Flinder was that the 
calm anchorage between island and 
mainiand was reminiscent of one of 
the main features of major Phoeni- 
cian ports like Tyre and Sidon. 
which originated on such offshore 
islands. If Hiram's experienced sea- 
men had surveyed the area, they 
would scon have discovered that 
this anchorage is the only area offer- 
ing protection against the rough seas 
stirred by the strong north wind 
blowing down the Arava. Indeed, it 
is the only sheltered anchorage in 
the entire gulf, says Flinder. Be-- 
cause of their port-building tradi- 
tions, it would have been most natu- 
ral for the Phoenicians to have 
chosen this site. Although the boats 
might actually have been construct- 
ed on the shore at the head of the 
gulf, they would have been floated 
down and anchored in the lee of the 
island, he suggests. 

Jutting out from the mainijand di- 
Tectly opposite the island are the 
remains of two ancient jetties, 
Flinder notes. 

As for the site of Ophir, some 
scholars place it in Somaliland: oth- 
ers see it as the coast of India. 


IT IS only in recent years, said 
Flinder, that marine archeology has 
come into its own, the development 
of the aqualung in World War II 
permitting man to extend the search 
for his history to the planet's seas 
and lakes. 

In his talk on marine archeology 
in Israeli waters, Flinder also related 
the find of some 300 terracotta figu- 
rines of the goddess Tanit from the: 
fourth century BCE by a team of 
divers he headed off Shavei Zion 
near Nahariya. The dive was carried 
out after a single figurine had been 
found by a fisherman. 

Tanit was worshipped in Phoeni- 
cian colonies in the western Medi- 
terranean, particularly Carthage 
(present-day Tunis), where the god- 
dess was an object of infant worship. 
In a cemetery in Carthage, archeol- 
ogists had found the remains of nu- 
merous children under stele marked

with the sign of Tanit — ἃ disc resting 
on outstretched arms and a triangle. 
like a stylized human form. 

Child sacrifice had existed in the 
Levant in earlier periods and some 
scholars belive that the sacrifices to 
Moloch in the vale of Hinnam out- 
side Jerusalem's walls condemned in 
the Bible had derived from a Phoe- 
nician practice. This practice. how- 
ever, had Jong ceased in the eastem 
Mediterranean by the fourth centu- 
ry BCE, and no figure of Tanit had 
ever been found on its shores. 

How then to account for finding 
such a large number of Tanit figu- 


rines just offshore? Flinder supgest- 
ed that the practice of child sacrifice 
fo propitiate the gods had been 
abandoned in Phoenicia proper be- 
cause of contact with the numerous 
civilizations in the region. It contin- 
ued to flourish. however. in the 
More isolated Phoenician colonies 
in the western Mediterranean. The 
boatload of goddess figures. some 
with a horizontally laid baby depict- 
ed on them, may have represented 
an attempt. said Flinder. by rabid 
fundamentalists to reintroduce the 
“pure™ religion back into the moth- 
erland. Similar figurines had also 
been found in a wreck off Tyre. 


That attempt appeared to have 
been tumed back. in ways that are 
not clear. before reaching the shores 
of the Levant. But the attempt to 
introduce fundamentalism into the 
old Phoenician heartland has been 
Tevived in our own day - this time 
from the east. 

Another echo from the past - not 
alluded to by Flinder - might be 
seen in the recent commando strike 
on the site of ancient Carthage, re- 
ported by foreign sources to have 
been launched from the eastern 
Mediterranean. against a figure 
symbolizing to many modern Israe- 
fis human sacrifice.

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Operation Law and Order 


UNLIKE the hapless Operation Peace for Galilee four years 
ago. this week’s LDF sweep into Lebanon beyond the security 
zone, dubbed Operation Law and Order, lasted even less than 
the 48 hours assigned for its completion. The importance of 
this fact cannot be minimized, even though it does nothing to 
assuage the nation's pain over the loss of three fine and brave 
soldiers. 

By sticking to the original schedule, Yitzhak Rabin, the 
defence minister, in effect indicated his complete rejection of 
the dismal, fatalistic choice suggested this week by MK Rafael 
Eitan, the 1982 chief of staff: a choice between letting the 
terrorists be sucked from Lebanon into Israel or allowing 
Israel to be sucked into Lebanon. 

True, Operation Law and Order did turn rather bolder and 
weightier as it progressed. On the first day the troops confined 
themselves to “‘clearing the area of terrorists and their support- 
ers and...issuing a warning to local villagers not to cooperate 
with them.” On the second day théy suddenly attacked the 
village of Maidoun, menacingly overlooking the security zone, 
which had recently been turned at Syria's urging into a Hizbul- 
lah fortress. Over 40 terrorists belonging to this fundamental- 
ist. Lranian-sponsored Shi'ite faction are said to have been 
killed in fierce house-to-house and trench fighting. Their 
mission accomplished, the troops pulled back. 

In his office Wednesday night, the OC Northern Command, 
Yossi Peled, assured reporters that the operation had achieved 
all its objectives. It had served to deter the terrorists, and to 
warn villagers not to cooperate with them. : 

How effective the “two-tiered” operation actually was, re- 
mains to be seen. That it was necessary to establish the IDF’s 
credibility as this country’s defender against its enemies. 
whether “regular” or “irregular,” and to reassure the friends 
Israel still has in Lebanon, is unquestionable. By taking Hiz- 
bullah bodily on, for the first time, the IDF also served notice 
that this bloody-minded, hostage-grabbing ally of the bloodi- 
est-minded PLO factions will from now on be denied the 
virtual immunity from Israeli punishment and retaliation it has 
apparently so far enjoyed at Washington's behest. Yet it is all 
too plain that the operation did not serve to actually restore 
“law and order” to even the edge of the security zone. 

The beating it took at Maidoun may of course induce 
Hizbullah to do some fresh thinking, as it has done before in 
similar circumstances. But it is idle to bank on any fundamen- 
tal change of mind. The destruction of the infidel Jewish state 
is for Hizbullah an article of faith. Nor is there any reason to 
expect the sundry PLO factions in Lebanon to desist from 
terrorism while the intifada is going on, and while the Syrians 
are offering to reward them for escalating their terrorism. 

Operation Law and Order therefore promises, or, as the 
‘case may be, threatens, to be only the first in a series. Such 
operations will have to be supplemented by cultivating Leba- 
nese groups, such as the Sh’ite Amal, that may not be Israel’s 
friends but understand the dangers extremism of the Hizbullah 
variety poses for them as well. And they must under no 
condition lead to a renewal of Israeli meddling in Lebanon's 
affairs, nor to a reassertion of direct Israeli control over any 
part of the unhappy land that lies to the north. 

Such relatively modest operations, which will presumably be 
launched only under duress, need not in themselves be expect- 
ed to assure Galilee of genuine peace in the foreseeable future. 
But, if the Syrians do not come in to turn them into a full-scale 
war, these operations should suffice. 
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Sources in South Lebanon con- 
firmed that for Hizbullah, which ex- 
horts martyrdom, the battle of Mai- 
doun was regarded as a great 
success. 

The sources said it had helped put 
the Iranian-backed extremists back 
on the map, after their recent sting-

The observer noted that there was 
now a “de facto” rapprochement be- 
tween the two sides.

began at about the same time, the 
latest round of disruptions in the 
public hospital system have become 
an odious reality to which we have 
apparently become acclimatized. . 

One is hard put to explain why the 
public -- those who are hospitalized, 
those waiting months or years for 
operations, and those who are still 
healthy -- have taken these crises 
lying down. The patients are weak 
and helpless, but what about the rest 
of us? 

The endless string of labour dis- 
putes, and the resultant suffering of 
patients and their relatives, have in- 
spired no giant demonstrations in 
Tel Aviv's Kikar Yisrael, with pro- 
testers carrying signs demanding 
“Health Now!” 

There have been no serious dis- 
cussions of the problem in the Knes- 
set or in the cabinet, except for 
slanging matches between the 
health and finance ministers, and 
not even many angry readers’ letters 
in the newspapers. 

Indeed, the only hint of a demon- 
stration is the one called for Sunday 
morning, opposite the Prime Minis- 
. ter's Office, by former Black Pan- 

ther Sa’adiya Marciano and his sup- 
porters from disadvantaged 
Jerusalem neighbourhoods. They 
have finally woken up to the fact 
that the low economic strata suffer 
the most from the hospital strikes, 
as they do not have the money to 
pay doctors privately, either legally 
or under the table. 


THE DISRUPTIONS have now 
lasted much longer than any previ- 
ous strikes in the public health sys- 
tem, and they affect not just one 
sector, but almost half a dozen of 
them simultaneously: the govern- 
ment hospital doctors, the govern- 
ment hospital cleaning workers and 
clerks, the Kupat Holim Clalit hos- 
pital doctors, the anesthetists at all 
hospitals, and the government mi- 
crobiologists, with the nurses quiet 
only temporarily. 

Nor do they have to worry about a 
backlash at the polls by voters fed 
up with Knesset apathy towards the 
hospital crisis. If the disputes were 
takin το | as in the ne ἃ congres- 
sional investigation and reorganiza- 
tion of the hospital system would 
certainly have begun as soon as the 
angry letters started arrived from 
constituents. 


THERE HAVE BEEN health ser- 
vice strikes before, notably the first 
by doctors in 1983, and several long 
nurses’ strikes. 

The difference now is that we 
have a very strong finance minister, 
Moshe Nissim, who loses no sleep at 
night after saying “No, no, no” to 
all who have come to his office for 
Support from the public purse. 

But such nay-saying does not al- 
ways mean the saving of money. 
The 17-day strike by the cleaning 
workers and clerks cost the Treasury 

3 million in fost income and 
catered meals and clean laundry 
provided by outside contractors. 

Health Minister Shoshana Arbeli- 
Almoslino, whose sincere but 
screechy appeals and tirades give 
her the image of a helpless, ineffec- 
tual minister, is unable to make a 
dent in Nissim, who sees his main 
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ing defeat at the hands of the rival 
Amal Shi‘ite militia. 

“For them to have been attacked 
by the IDF is seen as a victory. In 
this case it was greatly enhanced 
because they were pitted against ar- 
tillery, tanks, helicopters and para- 
troopers who are considered the 
IDF’s elite,” said one source. 

“To them, it doesn’t matter how 
many were killed. On the contrary, 
they have lost up to 30 men in the 
past attacking an SLA position. To 
have died in battle against the IDF is 
for them a great honour. Hizbullah 
will squeeze every last drop of pro- 
paganda out of this.” 

Tt now seems clear that some of 
those killed in Wednesday's battle 
were members uf Amal who had 
fought alongside Hizbullah men 
who only a few weeks ago had been 
their sworn enemies. 

Lebanese newspapers, in exten- 
sive covetage of the incident, also 
carried pictures on their front pages 
of a well-known Hizbullah sheikh 
with a Kalshnikov rifle placing his 
arms around an Amal militiaman 


MESSAGE TO SYRIA

With the upsurge in tefronst ac- 
tivity in the eastem sector of the 
northern border in recent weeks — 
that actually dates back to Septem- 
ber 1987 -- Israel had few choices: 
increased passive/defensive mea- 
sures or offensive action. This 
week's operation was an offensive, 
but carefully measured, response. 

Israel, for the first time since the 
withdrawal from Lebanon, acted in 
the eastern sector in large force, ier 
spite the neighbouri resence Οἱ 
Syrian oe tere taceel care- 
fully calibrated its response to avoid 
crossing the clear “‘red lines” that 
both players understand exist re- 
garding one another's freedom of 
maneuver. : és 

In short, Israel potentially im- 
proved its deterence posture by do- 
ing more than Syria might have ex- 
pected it to do, on the basis of 
previous Israeli responses. The IDF 
succeeded in accomplishing this ef- 


it almost impossible to prevent ex- 
tremists from launching terrorist op- 
erations against IDF and SLA tar- 
gets inside the security zone, or 
Katyusha rocket attacks against 
Israel. 

In the past Amal, which controls 
the western region uorth of the 
zone, has prevented military-style 
operations from that region. Any- 
body who tried to stop extremists 
now, following Maidoun, would be 
— as a traitor, the observer 
said. 

Meanwhile, the Communist-led 
National Resistance movement 
claimed it fired more rockets to- 
wards the Marjayoun area on 
Wednesday night, in addition to six 
which fell in the region earlier in the 
afternoon. There was no confirma- 
tion of the alleged night attack from 
IDF or SLA sources, who said they 
knew of no such incidents. 

At the UN, Lebanese Ambassa- 
dor Rachid Fakhoury condemned 
Israel’s incursion into South Leba- 
non and said he would call for a

job as saving the economy from 
overspending.

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adequate equipment and facilities 
have pushed routine medical treat- 
ment in many of the hospitals back 
into the last century. .

Kupat Holim Clalit. which wants 
to get its doctors to work in the late 
afternoons and evenings to reduce 
the queue for elective surgery, is 
right as well. t knows 
that unless the overtime is really 
attractive, their doctors will prefer 
tO supplement their income by 
working privately outside. 


But the Histadrut health fund was’ 


unjustified, and shortsighted, in uni- 
laterally signing a contract with the 
doctors last November, offering 
them generous overtime despite the 
strong opposition of the Treasury, 
to which it is in debt. The contract is 
also wrong in promising to pay over- 
time to doctors whether they oper- 
ate or not, and not on the basis of 
work actually performed. 


IN ADDITION TO the acute wage 
crisis, the chronic iliness of the pub- 
lic hospitals demands careful 
treatment. 

Nearly everyone agrees that the 
system is so rotten and obsojete and 
that a major transformation is 
needed. 

The Histadrut, which formaily 
represents many of the hospital 
staffers, cannot also act as manage- 
ment, and own and operate its own 
hospitals. The Health Ministry, 
which should devote its efforts to 
supervising the public hospitals and 
pushing them to meet higher stan- 
dards, cannot own and run the foun- 
dering state hospitals. 

As former Health Ministry direc- 
tor-general Dan Michaeli has point- 
ed out, the IDF had its own hospi- 
tals in the ‘50s, but wisely 
transferred them to the state when it 
found them inefficient and un- 
wieldy. Professor Michaeli, a for- 
mer IDF chief medical officer and 
now head of the Tel Aviv municipal- 
government hospitals, urges that the 
Health Ministry and Kupat Holim 
learn from this example. 


THE ONLY LOGICAL alternative 
is the establishment of an indepen- 
dent public- hospitel authority, 
whose staffers would be paid wages 
higher than those of civil servants 
and whose hospital directors, ap- 
pointed for their administrative abil- 
ity. would be able to run them ona 
sound basis. 

Assuta, the private hospital in Tel 
Aviv, says it managed to increase 
efficiency by 15-20 per cent in the 
past year without dismissals by hir- 
ing the local subsidiary of an Ameri- 
can efficiency company for advi- 
ce.This company has a record of 
frestructuring giant hospitals and 
other institutions in the U.S. and 
Britain. 

The experts did a careful study of 
all departments, interviewed pa- 
tients and workers, and presented 
their recommendations. These were 
implemented in full under the super- 
vision of the experts, and everyone 
seems to be . 

The public hospitals, not run on a 
profit-making basis, obviously can- 
not be operated along the same lines 
as private hospitals. 
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But they should be providing the 
best medicine at a reasonable cost, 
keeping the workers happy with fair 
wages that allow them to devote all 
their working hours to their place of 
employment, reducing the wait for 
treatment to the minimum. and min- 
imizing the financial burden on the 
public purse. 

The government and the health 
funds must agree on a team of the 
best medical-organization experts in 
Israel and abroad, who would be 
asked to prepare detailed plans for 
establishing the public authority and 
restructuring existing hospitals. 

Having set down the principles 
that must guide the team, they must 
agree to abide by its recommenda- 
tions and carry them out, even if this 
means the loss of a fiefdom. 

An increase in health-fund mem- 
bership dues is probably inevitable, 
but that should carry with it a broad- 
ening of health services available at 
no cost which are charged for today, 
including dentistry. A significantly 
shorter wait for elective surgery 
must be guaranteed to all health- 
fund members. 

For those patients who want extra 
coverage, a supplementary plan 
should be offered at reasonable cost 
that would pay for organ transplants 


dures available in Israel or only 
abroad. 

The hospital authority idea has 
been proposed by the health minis- 
ter for the government hospitals. 
Although she is a proponent of the 
Histadrut, she would ideally like to 
see Kupat Holim institutions in it as 
well, 


Finance Minister Nissim has so far 
balked at the idea, claiming that it 
would cost him money. But this is 
not necessarily so, if it were proper- 
ly planned and executed. 

Despite the wide chasm between 
the two ministries, both would'con- 
cur on one thing: the public-hospital 
system cannot go on like this for 
much longer.
